JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 1.— 
Loss by the Republicans in the 
election Tuesday of five of their 


present 10 seats in the Missouri 
delegation in Congress, and the 
possible loss of two others, giv- 
ing them only five or three, as the 
elections may result, of the 16 Mis- 
souri seats, is indicated by a pre- 
election canvass in the congres- 
sional districts of the State. 

The situation does not appear 
as clear as to the effect of the elec. 
tion on the size of the Democratic 
majority in the State Senate in 
which there are now 19 Democrats 
and 15 Republicans. The reports 
tend to uphold the belief that the 
Democrats are virtually certain of 
controlling 17 seats in the Senate 
and the Republicans 13. In four 
districts the contests are very 
close. It is not likely that the Dem- 
Ocrats will lose all of these con- 
tests, and it may be that they will 
win all of them. So, it may be ex- 
pected Democratic supremacy in 
the Senate will remain. 


While the facts on which to 
predict an opinion as to the out- 
come of the election on the two 
State offices to be filled, one a 
judgeship on the Supreme Court, 
the other the State Superinten- 
dency of Schools, are meager in 
an election like that of this year, 
in which apathy is widespread, the 
general evidences seem to point to 
Democratic victory. 


Although Democratic success in 
the past two by-elections has been 
to.some extent due to the fact that 
the Democratic tickets have been 
Leaded by candidates who had a 
particular appeal to the wet R& 
publican voters in St. Louis and 
the so-called German counties, 
Reed in 1922 and Hawes in 1926—~— 
this year there is no Democratic 
candidate with that appeal. There 
are other conditions which might 
be expected to off-set any loss the 
Democratic ticket will suffer from 
that lack. 


History Favors Demucrats. 


It has been the history of polli- 
tics that a party in power invari- 
ably lost strength in an election 
held during or just following a 
serious business depression and an 
era of unemployment, and there is 
no reason to believe that history 
will not repeat itself in this elec- 
tion. 

The Republicans always are re- 
quired to Jook for a heavy part of 
their majority in St. Louis, and this 
year everything points to an ex- 
tremely light vote in the city. It is 
doubtful that the total vote in St. 
Louis will reach 150,000, a figure 
which would be less than half the 
vote cast in the presidential elec- 
tion of 1928. The opinion that the 
vote will be light is based partly 
on the general apathy, but more 
particularly upon the fact that cole 
lector Edmund Koeln has no op- 
position and there will be no great 
incentive for activity by the pow-e 
erful Koeln organization. 

Also, neither Congressman Nied- 
ringhaus in the Tenth district, nor 
Congressman Dyer in the Twelfth 
has opposition, and their personal 
organizations may be expected to 
be less active in getting out the 
Republican vote. A similar absence 
of opposition to Congressman 
Cochran, Democrat, in the elev-- 
enth might serve to reduce the 
Democratic vote somewhat, but as 
that condition exists in only that 
one congressional district, the ef- 
fect would be less. 

In 1926, when there was a hard 
fight between U. S. Senator Hawes 
and Senator George H. Williams, 
both St. Louisans, only 179,000 
votes were cast in St. Louis. The 
lack of contests this year could 
easily reduce the vote 30,000 under 
that figure, or even more. 

In the face of this expected small 
vote in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Jackson County are expected to in- 
crease their Democratic majority 
over 1926, when they gave the 
Democratic candidates a lead of 
19,000 over the Republicans. The 
Republican organization in Jack- 
son County has been reduced in 
effectiveness to about the plane of 
the Democratic organization in 
St. Louis. Tom Pendergast, Dem- 
ocratic boss of the county, has an 
effective organization, which has 
attended to getting the Democratic 
vote registered and which will at- 
tend to getting it to the polis on 
election day. 

In an apathetic election, effec- 
tive organization results usually 
are particularly apparent. The or- 
ganization gets its following to the 
polls, while the disinterested citi- 
zen not amenable to organization 
influence does not trouble to vote. 
The Democratic majority in Kan- 
sas City is conservatively esti- 
mated at 20.000 and it would not 
be surprising if it went to 25,000.

Democratic Chairman De- 
nounces Campaign Poster 
Captioned ‘‘Who Caused 
Stock Market Crash?” 


INTIMATION IS 
HE SOLD SHORT 


‘He Denies and Denounces 
Insinuation, but Repub- 
lican Headquarters Says It 
Won’t Withdraw It.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—John 
J. Raskob, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, tonight 
accused the Republican National 
Committee of broadcasting the in- 
sinuation that Raskob had delib- 
erately conspired to depress the 
stock market by selling short. He 
pronounced the story false and 
libelous, in that it attacked his 
“business integrity and intellig- 
ence,” and threatened legal ac- 
tion against any agency giving cur- 
rency to it. 

Raskob’s warning and denial 
were provoked by a campaign 
poster which the Republican Na- 
tional Committee began circulat- 
ing Friday in large numbers 
throughout the country. The poster 
is headed: “Who caused the stock 
market crash?” Under this cap- 
tion appears a facsimile of an 
interview with Raskob, published 
in the Ladies Home Journal in 
August, 1929, in which the Demo- 
eratic chairman pointed to the 
large increase in national wealth 
during the last 10 years, and ob- 
served that fortunes had been 
made, and could still be made, 
through the “wise purchase of 
common stocks.” Besides this fac- 
simile and glaring type, the poster 
bears the question: ‘‘Did Raskob 
sell short?” Under the question 
appears the following statement:. 
“Mr. Raskob, as chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
and as an operator in the stock 
market, was in a position to wield 
a tremendous influence.” 

Attack by Insinuation, . 

The object of the poster is plain. 
It seeks to convey the intimation, 
without making a direct estate- 
ment, that Raskob first “bulled” 
the price of common stocks by 
making optimistic statements, then 
sold them short, using his political 
office and his financial prestige to 
break the market. The inference 
would be that he sought to make 
money and discredit the Hoover 
administration at the same time. 

In his reply, issued through 
Democratic National Headquarters 
here he says: “My attention has 
been called to a poster or adver- 
tisement issued by the Republican 
National Committee, conveying the 
inference that I have, by short 
selling in the market, deliberately 
influenced the depression of the 
market. I wish to notify the news- 
papers of the United States that 
I regard this as a libelous utter- 
ance, and must hold any agency 
that publishes it responsible. The 
inference is carried in large type 
in which the question is put: 

“ ‘Did Raskob sell short?’ The 
juxtaposition of the headlines con- 
veys an affirmative answer to this 
pernicious query. 


Dentes Selling Short. 

“As a matter of fact, not only 
did I not sell short in the market 
that suffered collapse after almost 
every optimistic prophecy by Pres- 
ident Hoover and ‘his executive de- 
partments, but never at any time 
since the advent of the Hoover ad- 
ministration—which embraces the 
whole of the Hoover panic from 
the crash of a year ago until this 
hour—did I either personally or 
through agents. either directly or 
indirectly, sell short even a single 
share of stock or any commodity. 

“T am moved to issue this warn- 
ing because the charge transcends 
the limitations of politics, and is a 
direct assault on my business in- 
tegrity and intelligence.” 

At headquarters of the Repub- 
lican National Committee it was 
stated that no comment would be 
made on Raskob’s declaration, 
other than that the committee was 
responsible for the poster, and had 
no intention of withdrawing it. It 
was indicated that the party 
strategists regarded the poster as 
an effective piece of campaign 
propaganda on the eve of the elec- 
tion. 

Whispering Campaign. 

The theory that Raskob con- 
spired to depress the stock market 
in order to embarrass the Hoover 
administration has beén the sub- 
‘fect of a “whispering campaign” 
by Republican party workers for 
several weeks, and Senator Arthur 
Robinson of Indiana has been 
broaching the suggestion openly in

Abeba for Ceremony. 


LIKE AN AFRICAN 
CONEY ISLAND 
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Coronation of the Emperor 
of Abyssinia to Mark Be- 
ginning of New Era for 
All of Ethiopia.

ADDIS ABEBA, Abyssinia, Nov. 
1.—There was no sleep in the mud- 
thatched cottages of this town to- 
night; none in the field of tents 
pitched about its edges, nor in the 
palace of Ras Tafari Makonen, 
for when the dawn breaks tomor- 
row over the 8000-foot mountains 
which hem in the capital of Abys- 
sinia Ras Tafari will be crowned 
Emperor Haile Selassie I. 

Emperor Haile Selassie, Ras of 
Rases, Lord, King of Kings of 
Ethiopia, Conquering Lion of the 
Tribe of Judah, the Elect of God 
and the Light of the World, The 
little man, whose luxuriant hair 
and coal black beard contrast so 
strongly with his frail frame, is to 
bear those titles as descendant in 
the royal line from King Solomon 
and the Queen of Sheba. 

Americans have come 6000 miles 
to bear the good wishes of their 
President; England has sent her 
Duke of Gloucester; all the king- 
doms of the world have sent their 
representatives bearing costly gifts, 
and tens of thousands of native 
tribesmen have come out of the 
hills to take their part in the cor- 
onation. 

On Their Knees in Church. 

There was no sleep in the palace 
because Ras Tafari and his buxom 
wife, the Princess Waziru Menen, 
were on their knees in the Church 
of St. George, where the corona- 
tion ceremony is to take place. 

The entire water supply of the 
town was shut off tonight until 
the new Emperor and his wife 
could take a ceremonial bath be- 
fore beginning their all-night vigil 
in front of their crowns in the 
‘Cathedral. 

The failure of the’ water supply 
mystified natives and foreigners 
alike, but was soon explained by 


palace officials. 
The first official ceremony in 
connection with the coronation 


took place today when Ras Tafari. 
in a great purple cape, stiffly en- 
crusted with precious stones, un~ 
veiled a heoric equestrian statue to 
King Menelik in the square before 
the cathedral. 

Among the tents which have 
sprung up because all the build- 
ings of Addis Abeba could not 
house the visiting throng, pariah 
dogs slunk about in the unaccus- 
tomcd abundance of food. 

Addis Abeba, sprawled across 
two mountains and surrounded by 
forests of eucalyptus trees, looks 
like an African Coney Island. 
Flags of a dozen nations wave in 
the sharp breeze which comes 
with the evening. The hum of an 
extraordinary activity comes from 
the city of tents. American auto- 
mobiles swing toward the curb to 
pass swaying camels. Barefoot 
natives astride donkcys move about 
their business. 

Movies “on Location.” 

American motion-picture crews, 
“on location” wherever they turn, 
have been making pictures for a 
week in preparation for the cere- 
monies which will begin with the 
dawn. Distinguished visitors have 
been received for days with the 
pomp appropriate to their rank. 

It is the beginning of a new era 
for Addis Abeba and for all of 
Ethiopia, for Ras Tafari’s wish is 
to make of his country a counter- 
part of the European civilization 
he admires. He wants new fac- 
tories to rise above the forests; he 
wants his people to know of the 
world with which he can keep in 
touch by the-elaborate radio re- 
ceiving set an American company 
has sent him. 

It was only one of 1000 lavish 
gifts. There is a_ refrigerator 
which makes ice cubes for the 
cocktails Ethiopia has come to 
like; modern rifles from the King 
of England; motion picture cam- 
eras and the reels of Rear Admir- 
al Richard E. Byrd’s Antarctic 
explorations. 

In the open spaces near the 
tents of the encamped thousands, 
black warriors of imposing phy- 
sique ride through the evolutions 
of the demonstration which will 
come tomorrow. Women, heay- 
ily armed, ride horses and 
donkeys in the gaudy costumes 
they will wear tomorrow. Petals 
of flowers are thrust into their 
ears and noses and the Pagan cus-

CONVICT SLAIN, KEEPER 


Another Prisoner Wounded 
When Four Make Futile 
Attempt to Escape.

OSSING, N. Y., Nov. 2.-—An at- 


tempted escape of four prisoners 
from Sing Sing prison was frus- 
trated tonight. One was killed, 
another was wounded, a third was 
overcome by tear gas <inl the 
fourth surrendered. 

The 23-acre prison yard was 
transformed into an armed camp 
within a few minutes after news 
of the attempted became 
known. Equipped with machina 
guns, riot tear gas 


bombs, a force of prison guards 
and Ossining City police cornered 
the escaping convicts in the prison 
yard. : 

The four prisoners made their 
break from the cell block after all 
the 700 inmates of the house were 
supposed to be locked in for the 
night. They had been permitted 
to go the prison chapel for con- 
fession and returned while the five 
keepers were patrolling the tiers 
of cells. By a show of arms, they 
overpowered Bourdon and took his 
keys. None of the keepers inside 
the prison buildings is permitted 
to carry arms. One by one, the 
convicts summoned the other four 
keepers to the ground floor and 
thrust them into the storage room 
with Bourdon. They had taken 
only the keys to the outer door 
of the cell block from Bourdon, 
but had overlooked the keys to the 
storage room. A few minutes aft- 
er the keepers were locked in 
Bourdon opened the storage room 
door and gave the alarm. 

Led by Harry Gordon, 24 years 
old, the convicts emerged into the 
prison yards, facing armed guards 
on the walls all about them. They 
had gone only a short distance 
when guards discvered them and 
called on them to surrender. Gor- 
don fired wounding Keeper How- 
ard Marquard. Marquard returned 
the fire killing Gordon. The fir- 
ing became general and Herbert 
Davis, 25, fell with a slight wound 
in the head. Tear gas bombs 
overcame Ed Ryan, 28. The fourth 
convict, William Lapere, 26, es- 
caped temporarily in the confusion 
but surrendered an hour later. 
The two convicts and the wounded 
keeper were taken to the prison 
hospital where physicians said they 
would recover.

City Hall, Courts to Close, 

The City Hall, Municipal and 
State courts, the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, Stock Exchange and banks 
will be closed. 

City employes, numbering about 
6000, exlusive of the police depart- 
ment, have received lists of names 
of persons in their precincts and 
are charged with the responsibility 
of seeing that these persons get to 
the polls and vote the Republican 
ticket. The canvassing and cam- 
paigning by both the Democratic 
and the Republican organizations 
has been unusually thorough for 
an Off-year election. Final instruc- 
tions will be given Republican 
workers at meetings in each pre- 
cinct today. 

Bernard F. Dickmann, general 
chairman of the Citizens’ Demo- 
cratic Campaign Committee, said 
last night the Committee had spent 
only $3000 in the campaign, prob- 
ably, he added, the smallest 
amount for a campaign within 50 
years. He emphasized the fact 
that most of the Democratic candi- 
dates had been placed on the ticket 
by the Citizens’ Committee. The 
Committee will depend on volun- 
teer workers as watchers and chal- 
lengers at polling places. 

On the other hand, the Republi- 
can campaign chest contained more 
than $40,000 including assessments

300,635 Qualified Voters. 

The revised registration list of 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers shows 300,635 qualified voters.

NEW PRESIDENT 
OF BRAZIL TO TAKE 
OFFICE TOMORROW 


First Act of Dr. Vargas Will 
Be to Dissolve Congress 
—Financial and Other 
Reforms Promised.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Nov. 
1.—Financial reform, comprising a 
vast economic program, is one of 
the principal planks in th~ plat- 
form of Dr. Getulio Vargas as 
Provisional President of Brazil. 

This was made known  toqay 
after Vargas, who was acclaimed 
by thousands last night when he 
arrived to take over the Govern- 
ment following the successful rev- 
olution, had conferred with various 
political leaders on the future of 
Brazil. 

Vargas announced that he would 
take office as provisional president 
on Nov. 3 and that his first of- 
ficial act would be to dissolve 
Congress. 

The Junta will probably be abol- 

ished within 48 hours. 

More rebel troops reached Rio 
today from Minas Geraes, Sao 
Paulo and Rio Grande dp Sul. The

It also was said that Dr. Osvaldo 
Aranha, who had much to do with 
carrying on the revolution, proba- 
bly would be Minister of Interior 
and Justice in the new Cabinet. 
Thus the Government will be dom- 
inated by leaders from Rio Grande 
do Sul, the southernmost state, in 
which the revolt was born. 

Dr. Vargas was president of the 
State, helé many other local and 
Federal offices, and was leader of 
the Liberal Alliance. Dr. Aranha 
has served as Mayor of Alegrete, 
Minister of the Interior of Rio 
Grande do Sul, state and Federal 
Deputy, and became acting presi- 
dent of the state when Vargas re- 
cently went to the front. Both are 
lawyers.

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Story of Rise of Ras Tafari 
To Ancient Throne of Ethiopia 


Successful Rebel of 1916—He Has Risen in 
Face of Opposition—He Has Traveled 


and Is Considered Progressive. 


By the Foreign Editor of the Post- that Tafari should have complete 


Dispatch. : 
The man named Tafari Makonen, 
crowned today as King of Kings of 


Ethiopia, has thus brought to a 
happy ending a strange chapter in 
the oldest Christian kingdom in the! 
world. Future historians may not 
treat the frail occupant of this slip- | 
pery throne as kindly as do prea 
ent-day chroniclers, but none wi 
deny him the merit of having 
gained high place by his own in- 
genuity and force of character. 

In 1916 Tafari fomented and led 
a successful rebellion against the 
reigning Emperor named Lij Yasu, 
a grandson of the great King Mene- 
lik, but a bad lot, weak, dissolute 
and corrupt. Lij was deposed and 
Zauditu, his aunt, was placed on 
the throne. Tafari, then 25 years 
old, was proclaimed regent for his 
cousin, and heir to the throne. 

Tafari has spent the time since 
then in improving his -country, 
which covers 350,000 square miles, 
and in making secure his own posi- 
tion. From the first he was highly 
unpopular with the priests, a num- 
erous and powerful body, and with 
the old chiefs who had fought with 
Menelik against the Italians. 


Tafari Wins His Way. 


When Lij was captured he was 
given into custody of a powerful 
northern chief, who was required 
to make oath he would not let him 
fall into the hands of Tafari. The 
Empress sided with the old guard, 
and the Regent Tafari was to a de- 
gree powerless. The weakened cen- 
tral government got a bad name 
abroad, and something had to be 
done. 


The governors of three provinces, 
those in the south, the west and the 
northwest, were the worst offend- 
ers in the eyes of the capital which 
is in the middle of the kingdom. 
Tafar! was patient and persistent. 
He ruled the country as the régent 
of the Empress, and slowly trained 
soldiers and amassed money and 
munitions. In 1926 the old Minis- 
ter of War died. He had been a 
power in the state and a friend of 
Menelik. Tafari took over the vari- 
ous jobs and governorships left va- 
cant by his death, and started out 
to put Abyssinia over in a big way. 

Early in 1928 he ordered the 
Governor of the Southern province 
to come into the head office, and 
He came, but 
with his army, camped outside the 
gates that night, and defied the 
Government with great blustering. 
The next morning found Tafari's 
troops surrounding him, so he 
crumpled up and surrendered. 


Palace Revolt Crushed. 


In September, 1928, came the 
“palace revolt,” doubtless organ- 
ized by the Empress for the pur- 
pose of overthrowing the Regent 
by a coup-de-main. Her house- 
hold troops led by the Commander 
of the Imperial Guard were to do 
the job. It took Tafari just one 
afternoon to settie that rebellion 
and there was little bloodshed. 

The Empress then announced 


.| Tafari’s side. 


charge of public affairs, and she 
raised him to the rank of Negus. 
It is within the present year the 
most important events have taken 
place, A small tribe, called Azebu 
Gallas, in the North, confirmed 
troublemakers and slave raiders, 
were at their old tricks. Tafari 
sent Ras (King) Gugsa, a well- 
known Governor and soldier, north 
to discipline the rebels. Gugsa was 
the husband of the Empress, but 
that seems ‘to be a sort of side job 
in Abyssinia. He .did not subdue 
the tribe, and started a campaign 
of calumny against Tafari, saying 
particularly that he had turned 
Catholic. This was the most excit- 
ing thing he could say in the 
North, where everybody belongs to 
the Coptic Church and the priests 
are the rulers of the district. 
About last Christmas wild ru- 
mors were afloat that all the North 
was about to flame into revolt and 
that certain powerful Governors 
elsewhere would join the rebellion. 
His enemies said later that Tafari 
set these rumors going, which 
probably is not true, but when the 
fight came the Governors were on 


Troops from the South began to 
appear itn the disaffected North; 
and suddenly the plan becamy 
clear. Tafari was out to crush his 
disloyal agents, and he had his 
crusher well oiled. 


Airplane anda. 
Before the battle, Tafari’s air- 
planes dropped leaflets on Gugsa’s 
camp. One of these was signed by 
the Coptic Bishop saying Tafari 
was a loyal son of the church. The 
other was a proclamation from the 
central Government calling on 
Gugsa’s men to desert on pain of 
having bombs dropped on them. 
Many deserted, but many were loy- 

al, and the issue was joined. 


The battle was fought last March 
31 on the plain of Anchim, and 
lasted two hours. Tafari’s troops 
struck as Gugsa’s men were leav- 
ing camp after an airplane bomb- 
ing. he Government lost 206 
dead and 800 of Gugsa’s dead lay 
on the field, including Gugsa him- 
self, who died gallantly fn hand-to- 
hand fighting.

MARTINEZ, Cal., Nov. 1.—The 
historic old train ferry Solano car- 
ried its last train from Port Costa 
to Benecia today as the Southern 
Pacific's $12,000,000 railroad 
bridge across Suis"n Bay was for- 
mally dedicated.

Preparations for this 
celebration have cost the Govern- 
ment nearly $3,000,000, it is said, 
and Ethiopia’s technicians have 
worked wonders in the construc- 
tion of roads and the provision of 
electirc lights. 

In the press of the nations to 
Shower honors upon the new Em- 
peror, the United States alone has 
siood somewhat aside. Her laws 
preclude the bestowal of honorary 
titles upon the ruler and she has 
been content to send assurances of 
her good will, friendship and sym- 
pathetic assistance when assistance 
is needed. 

She has sent no costly gifts, but 
a simple photograph of President 
Hoover, who signed the portrait 
with his own hand. Her.commer- 
cial companies, however, in token 
of their understanding of Ras Ta- 
fari’s modernization of his coun- 
try, have sent him gifts which the 
Emperor and Empress are sai¢é to 
regard even more highly than the 
often more costly presents from 
other sources.

Tomorrow evening the Emperor 
will receive the heads of the for- 
eign delegations and preside at the 
banquet which will close the most 
glorious day of his career thus 
far.

Ruler of Ethiopia.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Pres- 
ident Hoover, in a message to the 
Ethiopian Emperor today, extend- 
ed the felicitations of the Govern- 
ment and people of the United 
States to the new ruler on his cor- 
onation.

didates for Supreme Judge, both 
candidates being men of high 
standing of whom there never has 
been criticism. Both are known 
as Judges of ability, Judge George 
R. Ellison of Maryville, the Demo- 
cratic nominee having served as 
Supreme Court Commissioner, with 
the same duties as a Supreme 
Judge. His Republican opponent, 
Judge David E. Blair, has been a 
member of the court 10 years and 
is a candidate for re-election. 
Charles A. Lee, Democratic can- 
didate for re-election as _ State 
Superintendent of Schools, is 
thought to have the better of his 
contest with John H. Gehrs of 
Cape Girardean. Lee in two suc- 
cessful campaigns for the office 
has shown himself to be a strong 
candidate, stronger than most of 
the Democrats on the ticket with 
him. During his eight tcrms of 
office he has been active in pro- 
moting increased educational fa- 
cilities, especially in the rural sec- 
tions. Dr. Gehrs, the Republican 
nominee, is a teacher in the South- 
east Missouri teachers college, and 
has a comparatively limited ac- 
quaintanceship through the state. 
The re-election of Judge George 
F. Haid, Republican, to the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals over Ken- 
neth Teasdale, Democrat, is ex- 
pected. The district usually re- 
turns a substantial Republican ma- 
jority, no Democrat having been 
elected to the court since 1912, the 
Bull Moose year, when Judge Wil- 
liam H. Allen was chosen. 

In the congressional’ elections 
there is a virtual certainty that 
the Republicans will carry three 
districts, that Niedringhaus and 
Dyer will be re-elected in the 
Tenth and Twelfth Districts, neith- 
er having opposition, and _ that 
Manlove will be re-elected in the 
Fifteenth over Frank H. Lee. In 
two other districts, the Fourth and 
Fourteenth, the contests are con- 
sidered close, with Short, Repub- 
lican, rather a favorite over Full- 
bright, Democrat, in the Four- 
teenth. In the Fourth there is lit- 
tle basis for an opinion as_ to 
whether Culver, Democrat, or Hop- 
kins, Republican, will be the vic- 
tor. 


11 Democrats Given Edge. 

It appears that the Democrats 
will carry all the remaining 11 dis- 
tricts, Romjue in the first, Losier 
in the second, Milligan in the third, 
Shannon in the fifth, Dickinson 
in the sixth, Major in the seventh, 
Nelson in the eighth, Cannon in 
the ninth, Cochran in the eleventh, 
Williams in the thirteenth, and 
Barton in the sixteenth. 

In State senatorial races the Re- 
publicans who are considered vir- 
tually certain of election are Mor- 
gan in the fourth, Depelheuer in 
the thirtieth, Kelly in the eigh- 
teenth, Bates in the thirty-second 
and Nolte in the thirty-fourth. The 
Democrats considered virtually cer- 
tain of election are McKittrick in 
the sixth, Clark in the eighth, Rol- 
lins in the tenth, Luther in the 
twelfth, Gunn in the fourteenth, 
Henry in the sixteenth, Haymes in 
the twentieth and Bales in the 
Twenty-second. 

In the second, Crouse, Demo- 
crat, and Wallace, Republican, are 
in a close race, with conditions 
said to be somewhat favoring 
Crouse. The twenty-fourth is the 
Buford District, where the ob- 
streperous Democrat is opposed by 
Dr. W. H. Breuer, and where there 
is no certainty of the outcome. 
Other close contests are those of 
Terry, Republican, and Roberts, 
Democrat,,in the twenty-sixth, and 
Titus, Républican, and MeCawlcy, 
Democrat. in the Twenty-eighth. 
McCawley and Roberts are gener- 
ally picked as probable winners, 
though the districts are so close 
that no pre-election prediction 
would be safe.

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Rights Involved, He Says 
in Radio Talk. 


Prof. Thomas H. Reed of the 
University of Michigan, consultant 
of the City-County Metropolitan 
Development Committee which 
formulated Proposition 5 for Tucs- 
day’s election, spoke last night on 
radio station KMOX. 
“The most important proposition 
upon which you will vote at this 
election,”’ said Dr. Reed, “is No. 5, 
the enabling amendment which 
permits St. Louis and St. Louis 


County to vote next spring on a 
charter setting up a City of Greater 
St. Louis, but preserving within 
that city the rights of local self- 
government of St. Louis and the 
cities, towns and villages of St. 
Louis County. 
“It is a mere enabling amend- 
ment, for unless the charter is en- 
acted under it, nothing will hap- 
pen. The passage of Proposition 5 
by itself will consolidate nothing, 
set up no new government, alter no 
tax rate. It is only through the 
adoption of a charter that any- 
thing can occur. And that charter 
must be ratified by the people of 
St. Louis and also by the people 
of St. Louis County. St. Louis can- 
not outvote the county. 


Both Must Ratify. 


“The fact that the charter must 
be ratified by St. Louis. and St. 
Louis County separately is suffi- 
cient guarantee that it will be fair 
to both. There is no occasion for 
self-appointed tribunes of the peco- 
ple trying to save the public from 
the privilege of expressing them- 
selves upon the charter. The peo- 
ple will know how to take care of 
themselves on the charter, as they 
will know how to take care of 
themselves in voting on this amend- 
ment.” 


Prof. Reed explained that Prop- 
osition 5 defines in a general way 
the kind of charter which will be 
presented to the voters. This char- 
ter, he said, must guarantee the 
continued existence of the differ- 
ent municipalities which are to be 
federated into Greater St. Louis. 
Municipalities can unite only by 
three-fifths vote of their people, 
and the boundaries of municipali- 
ties cannot be altered by charter 
amendment. 
He sai@ that the city would, in 
effect, gp back into th® county, 
with which it has become more 
closely related than in 1876, when 
the city withdrew from the county 
because it was not interested in 
keeping up county roads. He dis- 
cussed the problems which the 
federating of municipalities is in- 
tended to meet—recreation, sani- 
tation, water supply. St. Louis 
County, he suggested, may find its 
water bills cut in two. 


Relation to Taxes. 


“Attempts have been made,” he 
said, ‘“‘to outweigh these advan- 
tages with vague talk about in- 
crease in’ taxes. The tax rate of 
the greater city is fixed at 60 cents 
by proposition 5. This is the same 
rate now permitted by the Consti- 
tution to be levied in St. Louis 
County, and once the greater city 
is in existence there will be no 
county tax. Because of the trans- 
fer of functions from St. Louis to 
the greater city, proposition 6 low- 
ers the tax limit of St. Louis, if a 
charter is enacted, from $1.35 to 
$1.05. Some reductions in taxa-~- 
tion will also be possible in the 
cities of St. Louis County. There 
is no possibility of any increase 
in taxation comparable to the’ ad- 
vantages in community develop- 
ment. 

“Remember this, that proposi- 
tion 5 itself cannot increase your 
taxes. It will not do anything. The 
whole tax question must be treated 
in detail in the Charter, and it is 
Only when the Charter has been 
prepared that anyone can speak 
with authority of what the finan- 
cial outcome of the arrangement 
will be. . 

“When you vote for proposition 
5 you are only voting to have a 
look at the charter and see wheth- 
er it suits the needs of your com- 
munity. You commit yourself to 
nothing by voting “ye¥’ on propo- 
sition 5 except your desire to see 
if a satisfactory charter can be 
worked out.”

sary for more than 1000 Democrats 
to scratch Buford and _ vote’ for 
Breuer if Breuer is to win. ‘That 
will be a good many scratches, but 
the Republican leaders of the dis- 
trict insist that their canvasses 
show that number will be exceed- 
ed, and express the opinion that 
Breuer will be elected by nearly 
1000 majority. 

It would appear that the big job 
before the Republicans and the 
Democrats who want different rep- 
induce those 
Democrats who scratch Buford to 
vote for Breuer. Information re- 
ceived from reputable sources in- 
dicates there will be at least 1000 
Democrats who will scratch, but 
there is doubt that this number 
will vote for Buford’s opponent. 
And a mere 1000 scratches will not 
defeat the Senator. 

The objection to Buford, who 
heretofore has been popular in this 
| section of the State, is based on his 
conduct at Jefferson City two years 
ago, intensified considerably by re- 
ports which have circulated 
through the district of his recent 
conduct in Judge Brackmann’s 
Court at Clayton when it became 
necessary for the Judge to order a 
recess while Buford, who had in- 
terrupted a case on trial by bois- 
terous conduct, was led from the 
courtroom by friends. 

Buford as State Senator. 

The facts of his Jefferson City 
record have been widely circulated 
in the six counties of the district. 
The voters have learned that the 
Senator appeared at many impor- 
tant committee meetings and on 
the floor of the Senate seemingly 
under the influence of liquor, his 
conduct leading to an adjournment 
of the Senate on several occasions 
when important legislation was 
pending, other Senators seeking by 
adjournment to avoid or terminate 
disgraceful scenes. 

His conduct, which was the sub- 
ject of many caucuses of Demo- 
cratic leaders in the Senate, who 
sought a way to solve a puzzling 
problem without official action, 
came to a climax one afternoon 
when Buford, in the. midst of a 
rambling and barely intelligible 
speech, was interrupted by a young 
Senate clerk in the gallery, who 
shouted in a loud voice: “Take 
that drunken Senator out of here!” 

In the presence of the Senate 
and of many women in the gal- 
leries, Buford made a long and 
profane reply to the young maa. 

The Senate adJourned in great 
confusion, and a caucus of Demo- 
cratic Senators was called to de- 
termine what action sho uli be 
taken. After hours of debate it 
was decided that Euford should 
be given his choice between re- 
signing or being expelled. He 
refused to resign, but agreed 
to leave Jefferson City and 
to remain away from his seat in

(the Senate for the remainder of 
| the session. 


This was accepted in 


‘lieu of resignation or expulsion. 
|The Senator returned to his seat 


in a few days but took no part in 
the proceedings. 

Little was heard of him until he 
renomination. In the 
primary he was successful. 

Aid From Republican Forces. 

There were no candidates for the 
Republican nomination, but after 
the primary a movement fora 
meeting of the Senatorial Repub- 
lican Committee to name a candi- 
date was initiated. Immediately 
Republican forces friendly to Bu- 
ford began efforts to prevent the 
selection of a candidate. Secretary 
of State Becker, who has had Bu- 
ford’s support on legislation in 
which he was interested, attempted 
to save the Senator from opposi- 
tion. | 

He had the assistance in the 
stage of the movement of William 
P. Elmer, Republican member of 
the Legislature from Dent County, 
and a few minor Republican office 
holders. At the first meeting of 
the committee, a quorum was pre- 
vented, and at the second meeting 
Elmer voiced his objection to the 
naming of a candidate, but then it 
was apparent he was defeated, and 
when Dr. Breuer was placed in 
nomination, Elmer made the sec- 
onding motion. 

So far as is known, 
Becker nor Elmer, nor any of the 
others of prominence in Repub- 
lican politics has taken part in the 
campaign since Breuer’s nomina- 
tion. State Auditor Thompson 
saw fit to send word to the district 
that he never had opposed the se- 
lection of an opponent for Buford. 
At the same time he sent a con- 
tribution for the local Repunblican 
campaign. 

Dr. Breuer is a strong man, 
popular and respected and even 
under different circumstances 
would poll a heavier vote probably 
than any Republican who could 
have been nominated. His strength, 
coupled with Buford’s ‘weakness, 
may accomplish his election. 

' Predictions. 

Republicans who are in close 
touch with the campaign insist that 
Dr. Breuer will win by at least 
1000. They say that Phelps Coun- 
ty, usually Democratic by about 
1000. will give Breter a majority 
of at least 200; that Crawford 
County, usually Republican by 5900

KDKA to Observe 
Tenth Anniversary 
Of Broadcasting 


Pittsburg Station Will Put 
Special Program on the 


Air Tomorrow. 


Tomorrow night, the tenth annI- 
versary of broadcasting will be 
celebrated by a special program 
from KDKA, Pittsburg, Pa., and 
its associated short wave trans- 
mitters. Since its first broadcast, 
on Nov. 2, 1920, when it an- 
nounced the election of Warren G. 
Harding as President, KDKA has 
not missed a day of broadcasting. 
This first broadcast followed test 
programs from two experimental 
stations set up in the home of Dr. 
Frank Conrad, assistant to H. P. 
Davis, vice president of the West- 
inghouse Co. Conrad’s programs 
became so popular with radio ama- 
teurs that stores began to adver- 
tise sets that would receive the 
programs. This convinced Davis 
that broadcasting had a _ future, 
and he began the developmental 
work that has resulted in KDKA 
winning fame throughout the 
world. 

The new KDKA transmitter, 
which is to do test broadcasting 
with 400,000 watts in the early 
morning hours, stands on a site of 
1230 acres. Its circular antenna is 
on 100-foot poles that surround an 
area of some eight acres.

Arrangements have just been 
completed by WIL to install 100 
per cent modulation and automatic 
frequency control in its transmitter, 
it is announced by L. A. Benson, 
president of the Missouri Broad- 
casting Corporation, which operates 
the station. A firm of Chicago en- 
gineers will begin the installation 
immediately and it is expected it 
will be completed within a few 
weeks. 

Upon completion, the signal 
strength of WIL should be in- 
creased four times without any in- 
crease in the power output.

Several developments have 
caused speculation in New York

Youth of Couniry Said to Be 
Learning to Run Motor 
Cars Instinctively. 


There is a natural factor at work 
which will tend to increase traffic 


‘safety, according to an analysis of 


@ survey made among Oldsmobile 
dealers of the country. This factor 
is the yearly increase in the num- 
ber of young but trained automo- 
bile drivers. 

A representative group of Olds- 
mobile dealers were asked recently 
if they were often called upon to 
teach a purchaser to drive. The re- 
plies were unanimously in the neg- 
ative. Most of the dealers declared 
it was a rare occasion to sell a car 
to a nondriver. 

“Many thousands of boys from 10 
years up today know far more 
about automobiles than their fa- 
thers did in 1920. They also are 
familiar with traffic rules and sig- 
nals. Only their short stature and 
the law keeps them from driving. 

“As these boys become of legal 
driving age they are fully trained 
to handle automobiles through the 
years of keen, youthful observation 
as riders.” 


Paris Building Wide Roads. 

To care for the rapidly increas- 
ing automobile traffic, the City of 
Paris, France, has appropriated 
$27,610,000 for enlarging and im- 
proving the principal highways into 
the city. Nearly $20,000,000 of this 
will be used to widen rvads in the 
suburbs to permit four traffic

Capt. Frank M. Hawks, speed 
king of the air, is to broadcast soon 


exclusively over NBC networks. 
He will retain his position with 
the Texas Co., for which he is su- 
perintendent of the aviation di- 
vision. 

No definite time for Hawks’ first 
broadcast has been set, but he will 
take the air at intervals to talk 
on outstanding aviation events. He 
and Miss Elinor Smith, holder of 
the women’s altitude record, prob- 
ably will appear at times on the 
samne programs. 

Capt. Hawks’ outstanding feats 
in the last few months were his 
transcontinental trip from Los 
Angeles to New York, via Albu- 
querque, Wichita and Indianapo- 
lis, when he flew 2500 miles in 
12 hours 25 minutes and 3 sec- 
onds, and his flight from Detroit 
to New York, a distance of 640 
miles, in two hours and 41 min- 
utes. 

Capt. Hawks began setting avia- 
tion records June 27, 1929, when 
he made a non-stop flight of 2700 
miles from New York to Los An- 
geles in 19 hours 10 minutes. The 
following day he retraced the same 
course in 17 hours 36 minutes.. 
Next came a round trip from New 
York to Los Angeles in 36 hours 
.44 minutes, elapsed time. 

He piloted the first towed glider 
across the continent from March 30 
to April 6, 1930, the towing mono- 
plane being piloted by ¥. B. (Duke) 
Jernigin. Jr. 

Aug. 6, Hawks flew to Los An- 
geles from New York to play a 
“game of golf.’”’ He made the trip 
in 14 hours, 30 minutes and 43 
seconds elapsed time, stopping at 
Columbus, St. Louis, Wichita, Albu- 
querque and Kingman, Ariz. A 
week later he lowered Col. Lind- 
bergh’s record on the return trip. 
From New York he flew to De- 
troit on Sept. 9, making the 640 
miles in three hours five minutes. 
Three weeks later he established a 
record for flight from Detroit to 
New York. 

Records he established in Octo- 
ber were: Boston to New York, 193 
miles, in 53 minutes, Oct. 7; Phila- 
dielphia to-New York, 90 miles, in 
20 minutes, Oct. 8; New York to 
Washington, 225 miles, one hour 
and 11 minutes, Oct. 21, and Wash- 
ington to New York, one hour and 
three minutes, Oct. 21.

DICKMANN AGAIN RAKES 
GRAVOIS WIDENING TAX 


Democratic Leader Says City Is 
Helping Syndicate to 
Collect. 


Bernard F. Dickmann, chair- 
man of the Democratic campaign 


committee, yesterday renewed his 
attack on the city administration 
for failing, as he contends, to give 
proper notice to the 24,000 owners 
of. property who have been as- 
sessed for benefits in the widen- 
ing of Gravois avenue. 

City Counselor Muench, in a 
statement Friday, said that the 
regular legal procedure had been 
followed, and that the benefit as- 
sessments were made by commis- 
sioners appointed by the Circuit 
Court, without interference by the 
adminirstration. ; 

Dickmann, in his latest state- 
ment, says the only publication in 
the matter was a notice in the 
City Journal, which is not gener- 
ally read. This notice fixed the 
outer boundaries of the benefit 
district, but Dickmann. says that 
it is customary to make these dis- 
tricts larger than the acual area 
to be assessed, therefore, that the 
appearance of the notice did not 
indicate to property owners, espe- 
cially those living some distance 
from Gravois avenue, that they 
were to be assessed. 

“Liens on Property.” 

Dickmann says that, while the 
city was not required by law to 
publish a notice to property own- 
ers, nevertheless the city should 
have done so, in the daily newspa- 
pers. He argues that the benefit 
assessment bills are not tax bills, 
but liens on property. He reviews 
the agreement made by the city 
administration with Stifel, Nicolaus 
& Co. for the sale of these judg- 
ments. This was done ostensibly 
to provide ready money, to make 
immediate work On this and other 
improvements possible. 

“T have been told,” Dickmann 
says, “that the contract provides 
that the City of St. Louis, at its 
Own expense, shall prepare and 
mail at least four notices, if neces- 
Bary, to each property owner as- 
sessed for benefits, and shall col- 
lect the money. and remit the same 
in full to the syndicate. Here is 
an added expense, and the use of 
public servant, postage, stationery, 
etc. In other words, the City of 
St. Louis agreed to make of itself 
a collection agency for this syn- 
dicate, but the worst is yet to 
come.”’ 


The “worst” of the new arrange- 
ment, as Dickmann views it, is that 
the city, which in the past has been 
lenient with property owners, has 
turned over the benefit judgments 
to a private syndicate, which may 
insist on prompt payment, and may 
obtain executions against those who 
fail to pay. “The 5 per cent dis- 
count and the exemption from taxes 
represent an amount of money that 
is lost to the city, and must be 


made up out of other public 
funds,”’ Dickmann says. 

Dickmann suggests that an 
Ordinance be passed _ requiring 


such assessment notices, in future, 
to be published in newspapers, 
setting forth the names of all 
property owners affected. He al- 
so asks the City Counselor “if the 
14,000 property owners affected 
by the improvement of Kings- 
highway, Northwest, are not in 
total ignorance of the fact that a 
lien has been: plgeed on their 
property.” He also asks: “Have 


the property owners in North and 
Northwest St. Louis received any 
advice that the Commissioners in 
the Twelf street widening have 
included them in that benefit dis- 
trict? Then too, there has been 
considerable complaint on the part 
of the property owners as to the 
manner in which the City Admin- 
istration handled the matter of the 
special benefit districts In the es- 
tablishment and construction of 
playgrounds. The Taxpayers of 8t. 
Louis are interested. in public af- 
fairs of this character and it be- 
Ipoves the City Administration to 
be open and above board in all 
matters relating thereto” 


DO-X READY TO LEAVE HOME 
FOR FLIGHT TO AMERICA 


German Air Liner Due to Start for 
Amsterdam lay; to Take Off 
at Lisbon for New York. 

By the Associated Press. 
ALTENRHEIN, Switzerland, 


Nov. 1.—Germany’s great air liner, 


the DO-X, rested in its own hangar 
tonight for what was expected to 
be the last time until it returns 
next spring from a voyage to 
America. 

The fuel tanks were full and 
engineers had made last adjust- 
ments in final preparations for a 
start to Amsterdam at 8 o’clock 
tomorrow morning (2 a. m., 8t. 
Louis time). 

The sky above Lake Constance 
was clear, and if today’s uncloud- 
ed weather lasts another 24 hours, 
the silver-gray giant will begin its 
Amsterdam flight on schedule. 
Commander Christiansen said he 
planned to head his ship into the 
west, following the Rhine until it 
winds into Holland, but his exact 
route will be determined by the 


weather he encounters and a te how 
much daylight is left after the 
takeoff. .If the start takes place 
promptly at 8 o’clock, the pilot 
should sight Schellingwoude, ths 


Dutch naval airport, outside Am. 


sterdam, between 1 and 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon.

against the South. It is not a very 
inspiring rallying cry, but it is the 
best the Republicans can do in the 
circumstances. It may get results 
among some Republicans who have 
been threatening to go off the res- 
ervation on the prohibition issue. 
The pull of Republican regularity is 
strong, and the idea of two Demo- 
cratic Senators in Washington from 
Massachusetts is one that the aver- 
age hereditary follower of the G. O. 
P., be he wet or dry, is finding it 
hard to stomach. Only the count 
of the ballots can show to what ex- 
tent insurgency has taken hold. 

Butler is one of the coldest men 
in public life. The writer recaHs 
him as he sat in his hotel room at 
Cleveland in 1924 and bossed the 
convention that nominated his 
friend, Calvin Coolidge, for the 
presidency. He was cold, ruthless, 
efficient—too efficient, as he has 
since discovered, for his own po- 
litical good. That is a story that 
will fit in at this point. 


That Feud With Lodge. 


The late Senator Lodge was also 
at the convention. For many years 
he had been one of the big men 
from Massachusetts at Republican 
national gatherings. He had tak- 
en part in all the conferences of 
the national leaders; on every hand 
he had been consulted and deferred 
to. In the Massachusetts delega- 
tion, wherever Lodge had sat had 
been the head of the table. Butler, 
the new boss, with his new, busi- 
ness man’s efficiency in politics, 
rode roughshod over Lodge. Lodge 
was crushed, humiliated. He never 
forgave Butler. Nor have Lodge's 
relatives and intimate friends ever 
forgiven him. ‘ \ 

During the primary campaign 
which resulted in the nomination 
of Butler, Mrs. Constance Lodge 
Williams, a daughter of the late 
Senator, wrote an open letter in 
support of Butler’s chief opponent, 
Eben 8S. Draper. She said that her 
father had been treated at the na- 
tional convention “like a pickpock- 
et.” Henry Cabot Lodge III came 
up from New York, where he is a 
newspaper man, and spoke for 
Draper. Bee 

The Butler managers say that 
much of the old soreness among 
Lodge’s friends has passed away. 
That may be true, but it is not de- 
nied that some of it still remains 
and is a factor in the campaign. 
Those who resent’ the cavalier 
treatment of Lodge by Butler may 
not go to the extent: of voting for 
his Democratic opponent, but they 
are certainly not throwing up their 
hats for Butler. 

Butler came up in politics as the 
protege of that master politician, 
the late Senator Murray Crane. He 
was elected to the State Legislature 
and a year or so later, according to 
his official campaign biography, 
became “Crane's closest ally."” He 
was later, successively, State Sen- 
ator, president of the State Senate, 
member of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee, manager of the Cool- 
idge pre-convention campaign, and 
from 1924 to 1928 chairman of the 
National Committee. In 1924, aft- 
er the death of Lodge, he was ap- 
pointed to the United States Sen- 
ate, where he sat until defeated by 
Senator David I. Walsh in 1926. 
He lost by 55,000 ‘votes. His 
friends say he was defeated be- 
cause, being chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee and regarded as 
the mouthpiece of President Cool- 
idge, he was unable to express him- 
self freely, for fear of embarrass- 
ing Mr. Coolidge.

My opponent, as you 
know, has opposed virtually every 
humane labor measure advocated 
in this state and has been a consis- 
tent opponent of the 48-hour law 
for women and children. ...

Butler says in his campaign 
speeches that what we are now ex- 
periencing is a period.not of hard 
times but of “hesitancy.” Real 
hard times will be faced, he warns, 
if the Democrats come into power 
and begin to “tinker with the tar- 
iff.’ 

Marcus Coolidge lives {n Fitch- 
burg, the home town of Senator 
Walsh. He is thé head of the 
Fitchburg Machine Works, which 
held lucrative wartime contracts. 
One of the points being made 
against him by the Butler forces } 
is that he moved part of his plant 
into New York, thereby depriving 
Massachusetts workers of jobs. 

Coolidge comes of a long line of 
New England ancestors. Some- 
where in the distant past he and 
Calvin have a common ancestor, 
but the relationship has thinned 
down to a point where it is unrec- 
ognizable. The name, however, is 
a valuable campaign asset. It la- 
bels him, for one thing, as a 
“Yankee,” and it helps to estab- | 
lish for him the character of a 
“safe and sane” man.

The result 
was the nomination of Ely. For 
the other place on the ticket, Cool- 
idge won the nomination over di- 
vided Irish-American opposition.

Jrish frankly don’t like it. They 
recall that Coolidge at the New 
York national convention of 1924 
voted steadily for McAdoo, though 
nearly all his colleagues on the 
Massachusetts delegation went for 
Smith. Their disaffection is one of 
the factors on which the Butler 
people are counting to pull him 
through. To what extent this will 
be expressed at the polls remains 
to be seen. There seems to be no 
valid reason why a Democrat of 
Irish extraction should vote for 
Butler rather than Coolidge—but 
political results are not always de- 
termined on logical grounds. 
Senator Walsh is out working to 
hold the Boston Democratic vote in 
line and the speech by Al Smith 
here last Tuesday night was direct- 
ed to that end. No amount of ef- 


fort, however, could possibly inspire 


in the Irish-Americans the zeal that 
they brought to the Smith cause in 
1928. There has been, moreover, a 
falling off of about 25,000 in the 
Boston  registration—a. condition 
which causes some disquietude 
among the Democrats. 


Side Currents of Campaign. 


Ely is running for the governor- 
ship against the Republican incum- 
bent, Frank G. Allen. Practically 
all observers, whatever their polit- 
ical slant, agree that Allen will be 
re-elected. Not that Ely is an un- 
attractive candidate. He is, on the 
contrary, far more attractive than 
Coolidge, and he is wet. He faces, 
however, much stiffer epposition. 
Allen has given a satisfactory ad- 
ministration, and, what is more im- 
portant, he is on excellent terms 
with Mayor Curley. Though of op- 
posite parties, the one a “Yankee,” 
and the other an Irish leader, Al- 
len and Curley have played togeth- 
er politically, to their mutual ad- 
vantage. — 

Curley aspires to become Gov- 
ernor. He didn’t like the idea of 
another Democrat stepping in to 
Succeed Allen and possibly getting 
himself re-elected, Curley has lost 
no opportunity to say a good word 
for Allen, and his support of Ely 
has been of the most perfunctory 
kind. Such are the ways of pol- 
itics, here and everywhere. Ely 
will win the governorship only if 
there is a Democratic landslide 
greater than anybody now expects.

to attend the conclave—Hugh Gibson, United States Ambassador to 
Belgium, and Hugh Robert Wilson, the United States Minister at 


Berne, Switzerland. 


This meeting is awaited in 
France with lively curiosity and a 
certain measure of anxiety. Be- 
ginning last October, Aristide Bri- 
and mounted the tribune of the 
League of Nations to expound the 
views of our Gov- 
ernment in conform- 
ity with the spirit 
of the text of the 
pact. He again took 
up the question of 
the triple formula I 
proposed and de- 
fended at Geneva in 
1924: Arbitration, 
security, disarma- 
ment. 

In measured terms 
he described the 
anxiety of French 
pacifists, and our 
desire to pursue the 
work begun at the 
naval@conference in 
ondon as well as 
the impossibility of 
France's acceptance 
of disarmament 
without adequate se- 
curity. He told of 
the progress already made and in 
particular declared that a more 
happy result is expected from the 
convention in the way of financial 
accord; but he insisted on the ne- 
cessity of the three principles that: 
form the basis of France’s doctrine. 
Let us not dissimulate on this ques- 
tion of disarmament there is ob- 
viously disaccord between our 
country and a - quite formidable 
group of Powers, including Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and Italy, 
perhaps even Britain. We must, 
therefore, express ourselves frankly 
on this subject. 


Disarmament Not Security. 


Since the Geneva assembly many 
men of much political importance 
have given their opinions on this 
general subject. In an article ap- 
pearing in Le Journal, dated Oct. 7, 
which stirred up a great contro- 
versy here, Paul Boncour, a mem- 
ber of the Unified Socialist party 
as well as a delegate to the League 
of Nations, wrote the following sen- 
tence: “The worst error we can 
commit is to believe that disarma- 
ment in itself is security.” Alex- 
andre Varenne, also a member of 
the Unified Socialists, spoke in the 
same vein. Clermont Ferrand, a 
Radical Socialist at the Congress of 
Grenoble, supported the same 
theme. If proven pacifists and au- 
thentic democrats find themselves 
in full accord with Briand it is 
their duty to give their reasons 
publicly. Frankness above all, 


Naturally we have not forgotten 
either Locarno or the pact of Paris. 
We remain faithful to our purpose 
to support German democracy. But 
when we open our eyes, what do 
we see? 

After the elections of Sept. 14, 
which profoundly stirred all peace- 
loving Europe, there took place a 
great eruption of steel helmets, : 
with which are associated Princes 
and former ruling families and sons 
of the ex-Kaiser.

France Reducing Its Army. 


What is particularly amazing, 
however, is the fact that while a 
large part of Europe is becoming 
Fascist or Bolshevist, skillful prop- 
aganda accuses France of remain- 
ing the center of militarism. We 
had before the war. for the moth- 
er country and her colonies, an 


Strasser, one of the chiefs of the 
National Socialist party, asked that 
there be substituted “for the cor-. 
rupt and criminal regime which 
has lasted for a dozen years, the 
moral ideal of Bismarckian em- 
pire.” ‘ 


Thus, on one hand we see a 
demonstration by steel helmets, aA 
hundred thousand men advocating 
the “rearmament” of Germany, a 
purely military demonstration on 
the maneuvering field by manifes- 
tants in the Feldgrau, an ex-crown 
prince in the marching columns, 
and on the other hand a series of 
troubling declarations, among them 
the offensive idea of a return to 
the Bismarckian formula. Who 
can fail to understand our fears? 
We pay our respects to the liberal 
spirit of German social democracy: 
but we mistrust those who fight 
that spirit so bitterly. Upon re- 
flection one may well understand 
that a strong France can protect 
German democracy ar well as her 
own. 


Italy’s Aims. 


Italy continues to conduct ber 
campaign for revision of treaties 
and directs it agaifst France. Re- 
cently Popolo D'Italia, whose offi- 
cia] connections are well known— 
since it belongs to a brother of 

ussolini—went so far as to say 
that Itailans inhabiting Nice an 
Corsica “live under foreign dom- 
ination.” On tlast Oct. 7 we 
learned from Rome that 48 bat- 
talions of Fascist militia had en- 


rolled for 10 pears’ service in black 


army of 810,000 men under a 
three-year service period; we have 
today an army of only 556,000 men 
enlisted on a one-year service 
basis. We are ready to effect a 
still greater reduction, once we are 
reassured concerning the  inten- 
tions of other European nations. 

After the evacuation of the 
Rhineland, after the substitution of 
the Young plan for the Dawes 
plan, after freeing Germany from 
all foreign control, have we not the 
right—the moral right as well as 
the political right—to hope for 
some sort of grateful recognition 
on the part of other nations? 
However, we have observed the 
contrary. We are now accused of 
maintaining a “psychosis” for war. 

France will remain faithful to 
article eight of the pact she signed. 
Since the end of the war she has 
played fair. She's paving her debts 
and has undertaken in great part 
the restoration of her ruins. She 
has renounced payments due her 
by the peace treaty; she has not 
obtained all of the guarantees 
which this treaty led her to hope 
for. She hag kept her army, it is 
true; but she has not armed her 
civilian population; she is educat- 
ing her youth in the ways of peace, 
not those of war. Who better 
than she has the right to invoke 
before all fair-minded consciences 
in the world the vision of her 
dread? 

Notwithstanding the present sit- 
uation, France has observed the 
provision of the peace pact. But 
what now does this pact say con- 
cerning the question of disarma- 
ment? Article eight, which has 
been s0 bitterly discussed, reads 
thus: “Members of the League 
recognize that the maintenance of 
peace requires a reduction in na- 
tional armaments to a minimum 
compatible with national security 
and with international obligations 
imposed by common ection.” 

It is to this text that we must 
always return. The pact provided 
that the Council of the League 
“would prepare plans for reduc- 
tions in armament, taking into 
consideration the geographic situ- 
ation and special conditions pecu- 
liar to each people.” It also con- 
ceived an international organiza- 
tion which unfortunately has never 
materialized. At any rate, it links 
strictly for each nation the ques- 
tion of disarmament with that of 
security. There is found an answer 
to the importunities ot those who 
wish to separate the two terms. 
France, busied protecting her 
independence and democratic prin- 
ciples, at the same time asks noth- 
ing more than respect for the peace 
pact and the League of Nations. 
She will never attack anyone, but 
she does not want another inva- 
sion. She wants to be able to

Europe’s Formula for Happiness. 
Tio the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
A. TATE, superintendent of the 


p eAnti-Saloon League of Missouri, is 
quoted as making the following state- 
ment before a gathering of W. C. T. U. 
members: 

There are 25,000,000 automobiles in 
the U. S. and only 2,000,000 in all the 
rest of the drunken world. 

Several inferences might be drawn 
from such a statement, among which that 
every person in the U. 8. is a strict ab- 
stainer from alcoholic beverages, while 
Europe ostensibly is full of topers. An- 
other is that idiotic, pagan conclusion 
that material wealth, or the auto-bath 
tub-silk shirt combination is the sum 
and substance of all earthly perfection, 

I have seen both Europe and the U. 8. 
My observation is that the typical Amer- 
ican is temperate in nothing except can- 
dor, consistency and an appreciation of 
the worth while things of life. 

The amount of bootleg whisky and beer 
consumed in this country would make 
an ocean. The Government has thrown 
control] of this traffic, and the revenue 
that should accrue from it, into the 
streets for the gangs to fight over. 

No human, sane in mind, believes 2000 
or 50,000 men of a particular character, 
at a salary of $2100 per annum plus all 
the financial temptations, with a job 
that may terminate at any moment, and 
usually does within three years, can com- 
pletely change the habits and thwart the 
determination of even a large fraction 
of 120,000,000 people. 

In Europe the people, as a rule, are 
simple, temperate and in full enjoyment 
of those essential attributes which con- 


tribute to the full measure of human 


happiness. Worldy goods, such as auto- 
mobiles, porcelain bath tubs and silk 
shirts, are not among those attributes.

THE CITIES AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

As the first chill daye of winter descend on our 
cities, the problem of how to bring the thousands of 
unemployed safely through until spring takes fore- 
most place in the public conscience. Buoyed up by 
the prosperity chorus which predicted a business up- 
turn in the fall, many municipalities delayed pre 
paring for the emergency. Now all are being forced 
to action. September employment, says the Depart- 
ment of Labor, was only 1 per cent above the August 
figure, scarcely a fulfillment of the rosy predictions. 
Through the months estimates of the total unem- 
ployed have grown, until now.the American Federa- 
tion of Labor predicts 6,000,000 persons will lack 
work this winter, making with their dependents a 
total of 20,000,000, a sixth of our population, in need. 

All authorities are hastening plans for relief. The 
Government with its Cabinet committee and its of- 
ficial “job hunter,” the states with road building and 
public improvement plans, are facing their responsi- 
bilities, but it is on the cities that the heaviest direct 
burdens will fall. Industrial centers such as St. 


winter without employment. In addition there are 
the itinerant workers and the jobless from smaller 
places who make a large city their annual winter 
headquarters. 

“Give a job, not a loaf of bread,” is the watch- 
word suggested by Col. Arthur Woods, head of the 
Federal Unemployment Commission. This may well 
be the foundation of all city campaigns, but so un- 
certain is our present economic situation that there 
will be need for soup lines and public lodging houses 
in almost every city before winter ends. Since there 
are not enough jobs to go around, most of the cities 
are proceeding along the lines of both self-help and 
charity in their preliminary plans. In the efforts 
of other cities may be found examples worthy of em- 
ulation in St. Louis. 

New York, projecting a six-month campaign of re- 
lief, has attacked the problem of helping its 800,000 
unemployed with a thoroughly organized force. Every 
one of the city’s 37 departments will have a part. 
The Board of Estimate has added to the city budget 
$1,000,000 for unemployment relief. A group of busi- 
ness men has pledged $150,000 weekly, to provide a 
payroll for 10,000 men. The Park Department has 
received a $236,000 appropriation, to employ 2000 
men at $5 a day. Police have taken an unemploy- 
ment census, and inspectors will report on health and 
housing conditions. The Salvation Army has opened 
12 soup kitchens, and other charitable organizations 
have begun activities. 

In Detroit, where Mayor Murphy was recently 
elected on an unemployment relief platform, the city 
has adopted a $4,400,000 building program. This will 
include 18 new schools, additions to public buildings 
and a new house of correction. Four hundred men 
are taking turns daily at city jobs. The Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare’is supporting 15,000 families 
and 1000 single men, at a cost of $525,000 a month. 
The city employment agency has found work for 
2500 of its 83,500 applicants. Incidentally, the census 
of last April set Detroit’s unemployed at 78,153. May- 
or Murphy has obtained promise of 20,000 part-time 
jobs from 20 of the city’s leading industrial con- 
cerns. Schools are collecting clothing for the needy. 

Business organizations ‘in Chicago plan a relief 
fund of $12,000,000. They will solicit 10,000 to 25,000 
citizens for pledges of $1 to $2000 monthly. Regis- 
tration of jobless and a city employment bureau also 
will be inaugurated. The employes of many firms 
have pledged one day’s pay each month to the cause. 
Tickets good for a night’s lodging at the old Cook 
County Jail are being sold to citizens at 25 cents 
each, to be distributed by them. William Wrigley 
has provided a shelter for 2000 men. 

Other cities are hastening municipal improvement 
projects to provide work. Minneapolis has launched a 
$1,000,000 program which will employ at least 10,000 
men, all of whom will use pick and shovel instead of 
machinery. San Francisco proposes a $750,000 pro- 
gram of road and sewer work. Cleveland’s City Coun- 
cil has approved a $200,000 bond issue for park im- 
provements, and will work 2000 men in three-day 
shifts. When a crowd of 5000 gathered at the city 
hall to apply for this work, Mayor Marshall an- 
nounced he would ask for $500,000 additional. The 
Boston City Council has ordered a $1,000,000 relief 
program, and Mayor Curley will organize a commit- 
tee to raise $2,000,000 more. Milwaukee has appro- 
priated $200,000, and will hire 13,500 men on city 
work for three days a week. Pittsburg, in addition 
to a $100,000 relief fund, will expend $300,000 for 
public works, all by hand labor. 

St. Louis has begun its campaign by calling on the 
Board of Aldermen to appropriate $200,000 for city 
work. St. Louis is poor. She is rich, but the busi- 
ness of our city politicians is to keep taxes down 
and boast, as ex-Mayor Kiel did, that they are the 
lowest in any big American city. Organized efforts 
will be made to obtain promises of work for extra 
men at loeal industrial plants. The Mayor’s com: 
mittee, which held its first meeting last Friday, 
also will co-operate with local charity organizations 
in providing relief for emergency cases. The commun- 
ity chest is asking for a $2,200,000 fund. The experi- 
ence of the Provident Association, which is receiving 
about three times the number of applications for re- 
lief as at this time last year, indicates the gravity 
of the situation St. Louis will have to face. 
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The Reichstag has just celebrated the 200th annt- 
versary of the birth of Baron von Steuben.

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SOCRATES GOES TO CHURCH. 


The Socratic sermon series which will be inaugu- 
rated in the First Congregational churches of St. 
Louis and Webster Groves today is certain to be 
an interesting educational experiment. The plan is 
that there will be no set speeches or debates, but 
conversation among 17 social and religious thinkers 
who will sit at a round table before the congrega- 
tion. Lawyers, business men, professors and others 
are to be in the discussion group. The intention is 
that those at the table will discuss a subject pro 
and con much as they would do in the parlor of 
one of the group. After the threshing at the table 
an open forum will be declared and the congregation 
of listeners invited to participate. Properly enéugh 
the first subject will be that uppermost on the public 
mind, namely, “Unemployment—-Who's to Blame?” 
Other topics to be treated in the same manner on 
forthcoming Sundays include man and the machine, 
lawlessness, and race prejudice. In case the First

Great Britain has at last been forced to confess 
that its glib wartime promises both to Jews and 
to Arabs are impossible of fulfillment. After a full 
investigation of conditions in Palestine, sequential 


to the massacres of 1929, the British have adopted, 


a new policy in Palestine restricting Jewish immi- 
gration and altering the terms under which the Zion- 
ists lease Jand from Arab owners. This new policy 
has aroused the wrath of Dr, Chaim Weizmann and 
other Zionist leaders, who argue, with some logic, 
that Great Britain has departed from the letter and 
spirit of the Balfour Declaration of 1922. _ 

The British reply to this charge is that the League 
of Nations mandate forces as much consideration 
for one racial group as another. It might be added 
that such impartiality is also dictated by the exi- 
gencies of practical statesmanship. The Arabs have 
never been sympathetic with, or reconciled to, the 
Zionist idea. They look upon the Zionists as in- 
vaders of their native soil, an attitude that through- 
out the world’s history has aroused the fiercest an- 
tagonisms. That is especially true in a land where 
food is scarce and the struggle for existence hard. 
The Arabs ignore entirely the traditional claims of 
the Jewish people on Palestine. 

Because of the idealistic and spiritual quality of 
the Zionist movement, as well as because Great Brit- 
ain must always consider the possibility of a general 
Mohammedan uprising in her far-flung dominions, 
the problem in Palestine is intensified. There are 
many students of internationa] affairs, including 
Jews, who feel that it is impossible of solution; that 
it will never be feasible for Jews and Arabs to live 
side by side in Palestine with equal rights and privi- 
leges. Some go so far as to say that only the col- 
lapse of Zionism will avert future unhappiness and 
bloodshed. 

In the meantime, we think it unfair to accuse 
Great Britain of prejudice and partiality. The Brit- 
ish are simply attempting to muddle through a diffi- 
cult situation with the least possible hurt to either 
side. The real error lies not with the Ramsay Mac- 
Donald Government, but with its predecessors which 
made promises incapable of fulfillment. 
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WIND AND WHIRLWIND. 

The American Association of Universities, in dis- 
missing the University of Mississippi, has delivered 
a splendid yebuke to the educational spoils system 
of Gov. Bilbo, who last summer fired the chancellor 
and one-third of the faculty without warning in order 
to fill their places with political supporters. One 
of the chief effects of the association's action will 
be its bearing on University of Mississippi graduates 
who seek to pursue graduate studies in other uni- 
versities which accept the association’s ratings. 
Previously action of the same nature was taken by 


engineering and chemical societies in regard to those

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SCRAP THE LONGWORTH MACHINE. 

Democratic leaders are looking confidently to the 
elections Tuesday. They expect a big victory. Some 
of them profess to think the House will be Demo- 
cratic. Such a turnover is possible, of course, though 
hardly probable. If the improbable should happen, 
what then? Nobody imagines that a Democratic 
House could magically remove the business depres- 
sion and send prosperity galloping across the country 
in its pre-Hoover stride. The average ability of 
the Democratic candidates is about the same as that 
of the Republican candidates. There is little to 
choose between them on that score. 

But suppose it were otherwise. Suppose the 
Democratic candidates for Congress were, every one 
of them, statesmen of the first rank—intellectual 
giants capable of wringing the neck of every dif- 
ficulty on the calendar.

They know that his 
proposed constitutional amendment has severa] times 
been passed by the Republican Senate and that it 
has been killed in the Republican House controlled, 
as it is, by Speaker Longworth’s machine. We assume 
that a Democratic House would adopt the Norris 
resolution. For that reason a Democratic House, 
or a sufficient change in the membership to scrap 
the Longworth machine, is desirable. : 
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FOUR ADDITIONS TO THE HALL OF FAME. 

By six votes William Penn has failed of election 
to New York University’s Hall of Fame, which has 
just added four names in the latest of its quinquen- 
nial ballotings. The new entries on what has come 
to be considered the nation’s honor roll of the hie 
torically elect are: James Monroe, Walt Whitman, 
James A. McNeil] Whistler and Commander Matthew 
Fontaine Maury. It is a nicely balanced foursome, 
embracing statecraft, literature, art and science. The 
first three are well known, but the fourth, as so 
often with men of science, has not become a familiar 
name to the lay majority. Be it then explained that 
Commander Maury was a naval officer, of the Con- 
federacy in the war years, who did pioneer work 
in hydographic. and meteorologic research. Ocean 
travel and cable service owe a debt to his ocean 
weather charts. He helped found the Naval Observa- 
tory, he investigated temperatures and currents of 
the marine depths, he invented the electric torpedo. 

This honor to Whistler and Whitman helps atone 
for the neglect and ridicule allotted them through 
most of their lives. Whistler, said Millais, had 
“never learned the grammar of his art,” and there 
were many who thought the poet knew no grammar 
whatever. Yet each laid a groundwork for future 
creators in his particular field. Penn, on the con- 
trary, has been secure in his claims to greatness for 
more than two centuries.

Highly industrialized states with a wide 
variety of economic activities usually suffer 
less severely. Less developed countries and 
especially those which depend on a limited 
number of agricultural crops fee] the de- 
pressions with greatest acuteness. As a 
result our Caribbean neighbors are pass- 
ing through a period of marked economic 
distress much more serious for many of 
them than we realize. 

Of these Republics to the southward, 
Cuba is of greatest interest to the United 
States not only because of our current eco- 
nomic connections but for reasons of more 
general character affecting our general na- 
tional policy. 

Cuba came into being through American 
assistance. The political agreements en- 
tered in the period when Cuba joined the 
family of nations put upon the United 
States the duty to assure its independence 
and a local government adequate to pro- 
tect Hfe and property. 

e commercial treaty negotiated shortly 
after, in 1903, was adopted to discharge a 
moral obligation to do what was possible 
to establish and maintain the prosperity of 
the island. Each country granted to the 
other more favored tariff rates than were 
to be granted to any other country. The 
agreement bound the two Republics togeth- 
er in economic interests as the previous one 
had established the basis for close politi- 
cal co-operation.

These conventions have stood now for 


more than a quarter century. There have 
been sharp conflicts of opinion at times, 
but the relations of Cuba and the United 
States have been an outstanding demonstra- 


tion that co-operation between an Anglo- | 


Saxon anda Latin American nation. to the 
advantage of both, is possible and a fact. 

When the United States entered the 
World War, Cuba was the first of the 
Latin American states to join cause with 
its northern neighbor. At the end of the 
war she was the first of all those which 
had made war loans to settle her debt 
and paid it in full. 

The commercial agreement, like the 
political one, was an unquestioned success. 
Cuba became in favorable years our best 
Latin American source of supplies and the 
greatest Latin American market for the 
products of our farms and factories. Dur- 
ing the past quarter century Cuba has also 
become the leading country to the south-~- 
ward as a field of investment for our sur- 
plus capital. 

But Cuba has now come upon distressing 
days. For five years her chief crop, sugar,

The tariff policy 
the United States, which formerly was 
great advantage to her, has be- 
come increasingly unfavorable. It has 


looked toward granting special advantages 


to production of sugar in other areas. 
There is no question of the legality of 
the new measures adopted.

violate any treaty engagement. Even if 
they had not been adopted or if the rates 
had been lowered instead of raised, Cuba 
might not now be prosperous, but there is 
no doubt that the new tariff law as it 
applies to Cuba brings discouragement 
where what was hoped for was a helping 
hand. 

Cuba is politically independent. Wheth- 
er she prospers or not may be, officially, no 
affair of gurs, but both economically and 
politically an interdependence has arisen 
between her and the United States which 
makes her affairs not foreign to us.

Opinion as to the United States in Cuba 
rests not on what may be legally correct 
but on what her people feel should be ex- 
pected from a friendly nation with which 
political and economic associations have 
beén made, by the wish of both parties, 
more intimate than with any other nation 
of the world. 

Nor is the effect of legislation which has 
an unfortunate effect on Cuba confined to 
the island only. The success or failure of 
American policy there has unquestionably 
a far-reaching influence on the attitude of 
all the nations of Latin America. Action on 
the part of the United States which, what- 
ever its motive, results in cutting down 
Cuban frosperity, cannot fail to diminish 
American prestige and raise doubts as to 
the value of American friendship. 

In 1924 Cuba sold us 7.5 billion pounds 
of sugar, valued at $319,793,000, about 4.2 
cents a pound. Since that time, except 
in 1927, the price of sugar has steadily 
fallen due to oversupply of the markets of 
the world. In 1929 we bought 8.3 billion 
pounds of Cuban sugar and paid $157.601,- 
000 for it, about 1.9 cents per pound. If 
ever Cuba needed easy access to the world’s 
greatest sugar market, this was the time. 
Our tariff on Cuban sugar was then al- 
ready 1.76 cents per pound, or about 90 
per cent of its value, . 

In 1930 we raised the Cuban sugar rate 
to 2 cents per pound.,. Sugar sold last 
month at 1.1 cents per pound at New 
York. Two cents a pound was a tariff 
charge of over 190 per cent. It is hard 
for Cuba under such circumstances to be- 
Heve that, in fact as In name, the United 
States policy toward her puts her in the 
position of the most favored nation.

Flower World Was 
Originated by Paul A. Kohl— 
November Show On. — 


Something new in the world of 
flowers will be displayed today in 
the annual Chrysanthemum Show, 
which has attracted 10,000 visitors 
a Sunday to Shaw’s Garden every 
November for 26 years. 

The new thing is the “cascade 


chrysanthemum,” a plant that 
ripples downward in a very cascade 
of flowers. It combines the new 
and the old, for a variety found 
most suitable for this novel use is 
the original chrysanthemum in- 
dicum, the daisy-like Oriental 
flower from which hundreds of 
modern varieties were developed. 

Cascade mums were originated 
this summer by Paul A. Kohl, 
Shaw’s Garden floriculturist and 
designer of the exquisite Japanese 
gardens which, since 1928, have 
notably fed the international repu- 
tation of the Chrysanthemum 
Show. The “cascade” develop- 
ment is somewhat in line with the 
trailing “basket chrysanthemums,” 
introduced by Shaw’s Garden a few 
years ago, 

Selecting his plants last sum- 
mer, Kohl “pinched” the shoots to 
form a plumy lateral body, and 
pointed it due north, so that the 
sun would reach the base of the 
plant, where it was needed. The 
tip was tied down to prevent its 
lifting toward the sun. When buds 
were formed, the plant was pointed 
southward and removed from its 
straight-jacket. Thus the buds had 
direct sunlight for full develop- 
ment, and the tip of the trailing 
plant swung gracefully upward to- 
ward the sun. 

Two of the floral cascades sweep 
downward for a full five feet in 


. 


the miniature landscape at tiie 
foot of the Paleony in the Floral 
Display House. Others have a nook 
in the west side of the Japanese 
garden which forms the main body 
of the show. The cascade flowers 
are just opening# and are expected 
to reach full bloom during the 
week. 

Visitors stroll among thousands 
upon thousands of the tiny, bright 
“Caprice” varieties to two bamboo 
pergolas sheltering lordly “Turn- 
ers’’ in white, pink, yellow and 
bronze. Somewhere in that gar- 
den—and everywhere, it seems— 
one may find every conceivable 
shade of every color but blue. Yet 
ranks of magnificent tall varieties 
against the thatch-woven walls 
will draw the glance to far corn- 
ers of the show. 

Among these single-stem vari- 
eties, several feet tall with blos- 


are the lavender “Nerissa,” ycllow 
“Nagirroc,” lavender, twisted 
“Vermont,” white “Mrs. Louis B. 
Turner,” and very tall “Miss Ar- 
nola Wright.” Down with the ‘‘Ca- 
price” varieties is a new bush 
chrysanthemum, the semi-double 
“Beauty of Truro,” with hairy, ir- 
regularly quilled petals in an odd 
combination of tan and ruddy 
shades, Smallest in the show are 
the pompons, “Baby Doll” and 
“Wee Dot,” less than half an inch 
across. — 

This, traditionally the most pop- 
viar flower show-of the year in St. 
Louis, will continue through the 
month of November. Pagsing of the 
early “Caprice” mums and the 
blooming of later varieties will 
transform the display from week 
to week.

Maps of the sixteenth 
enteenth centuries, coll d by 
James B. Musick and E. Oscar 
Thalinge rof the City Art Museum 
staff, are being shown in a map 
shop at 1426 Olive street. The 
maps are from a period when car- 
tographers were concerned quite 
as much with the decorative quality 
of their maps as with their ac- 
curacy, and are ornamented with 
elaborate cartouches and views and 
are hand-colored. 
One of the latest of the maps 
shown was engraved by Johannes 
Baptiste Homann about 1720. It 
shows North and South America 
in approximately the form we now 
know them. Fort st. Louis, near 
Creve Coeur, is shown on the Iili- 
nois River. St. Louis is shown as 
due west of the southern tip of 
Lake Illinois, now Lake Michigan, 
and Lake Erie. 
The earliest is a map of the 
world as it was known in 1595. 
North America appears in recog- 
nizable form, although the interior 
is entirely fanciful, but South 
America is shown in approximately 
the shape of a dog biscuit. The 
St. Lawrence River is shown as 
draining the Mississippi Valley and 
one of its tributaries ends in three 
diminutive lakes, possibly an echo 
of rumors of the existence of the 
Great Lakes.

BARGE LINE EXTENSION 
OPPOSED BY RAILWAY 


Southern System, in Petition to 
I. C. C., Assails Illinois 
River Plans. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1,.—Oppo- 


sition to the extenison of Govern- 
ment barge line service to the Il- 


linois River and to the demand for 
railroad co-operation in rates was 
entered today before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by 
the Southern Railway System. 

The: carrier, protesting against 
an application of the Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation for a certifi- 
cate of necessity covering the IIli- 
nois extension and for the estab- 
lishmént of: rail and water rates 
over it on a basis of 80 per cent of 
competitive rail rates, asserted that 
the extension was unnecessary, 
unfair to railroads and unjust. 

There is no reason to believe 
there has been any “real showing 
as to barge and rail transportation 
being cheaper than all rail trans- 
portation,” the railroad protest 
said. It added that there is “no 
more need for a new water line 
than there would be for a new all- 
rail lips” and that the waterway 
program “would mean the du- 
plication of facilities and service 
which have been demonstrated ade- 
quate, to the injury of existing rail 
carriers, and, in our opinion, with- 
out any real compensating bene- 
fits to the public.” 

“It should’ also be remembered 
that the rail carirern must main- 
tain at great expense theif road- 
beds and pay thereon enormous 
Federal and local taxes, while the 
Federal owned and operated barge 
line pays no taxes, and the water- 
ways on which it operates are 
dredged and maintained in proper 
condition without any expense 
whatever to the barge line,” the 
document said. In operation the 
waterways corporation would re- 
quire all connecting railroads to 
make joint rates with it on a large 
amount of traffic, the railroad 
gaid, and at the same time the 
“operation of the new line will de- 
velop no new traffic but will mean 
the traffic of the rail carriers will 
be reduced.” 

Present business conditions, so 
far as railroads are concerned, were 
said to be due primarily to a lack 
of traffic.

Inventory of Estate Filed in Pro-

As far as line play and a run- 
ning attack was concerned, the 
Aggies had a wide margin over 
Missouri but in the tter of for- 
ward passes the Tigers were equal, 
if not better, than the Kansas Ag- 
gie Wildcats who by winning to- 
day marked up their first confer- 
ence victory in three attempts. It 
was Missouri's first titular game. 

Tigers Lead at Half. 

The Aggies led at the end of 
the first period 7 to 0. At half 
time Missouri was ahead 13 to 7. 
The fourth period started with the 
Aggies again ahead, 14 to 13 and 
just before the final gun another 
Aggie touchdown was scored. 

Despite the brilliant Missouri 
passes in which Eaves, Van Dyne, 
Doarn and a half dozen other 
Tigers figured, the work of Capt. 
Alex Nigro and Eldon Auker for 
the Aggies stood out. Auker was 
a veritable nemesis for Tiger 
passes, intercepting no less than 
three, and Nigro gave perhaps his 
most brilliant exhibition of the 
season in broken field running 
and line plunging. 

In the first period the Aggies 
were supreme and were on the of- 
fensive virtually all the time, lead- 
ing 7 to 0 at the end. Ray Mc- 
Millin, quarterback, scored the 
touchdown at the conclusion of a 
42-yard drive after Capt. Nigro 
earlier had crossed the Missouri 
goal line but found his touchdown 
nullified by a penalty.

However, the boxing affairs of 
Madison Square Garden have be- 
come so fussed up by entangle- 
ments of various sorts and by the 
financial depression that original 
plans may have to be scrapped, al- 
lowing George Getz or some Chi- 
cago promoter to slip in and grab 
the big gate match right out of 
Mr. Bill Carey’s mitt. 

Jack Kearns, who ballyhoos for 
Mickey Walker, with a view to 
campaigning another heavyweight 
king, is already in the field with 
his literature which contains the 
statement that Joe Jacobs, Schmel- 
ing’s manager, has promised 
Walker a fight in Chicago next 
June.

Match Not Improbable. 
HUS the Walker-Schmeling 


fight is not as improbable as at 
first consideration it might appear. 
The principal argument against 
such a contest of course is the dis- 
parity in weights which would be 
about 20 pounds.

Mickey will try to prove that it 
amounts to nothing, in a few days, 
when he fights Johnny Risko this 
month. That will be a match with 
even a greater disparity of weights. 

In fact history seems to laugh 
off any discrimination against 
heavyweight hopes because of their 
lack of tonnage. Fitzsimmons 
weighed about 165 as title holder. 
Charley Mitchell weighed only 155 
pounds when he fought the mighty 
John L. Sullivan 31 rounds to a 
draw in Chantilly, France. Sam 
Langford was just a middleweighi 
when he gave Jack Johnson, then 
in his prime, a wonderful battle 
for 15 rounds. Jem Mace, Ben- 
digo, Joe Choynski and other truly 
great fighters became famous de- 
spite weight handicaps—so the 
weight angle may be left out of con- 
sideration, in some instances, The 
boy with the punching plant can 
get along very well with the heavi- 
er and clumsier man. 

Walker is a great little fighter 
against a bigger and slower oppo- 
nent who will come to him. A 
clever boxer like Sharkey or a 
backaway fighter like Stribling 
would do better against the lit- 
tle fellow than would a big, slow 
boy. 

Schmeling is comparatively slow. 
Also he is not much of a boxer and

Schmeling Lacks Practice. 


E will have been idle for two 

years, with the exception of the 
fight he had with Sharkey.

Municipal Offices Moved to 
Magazine Building—-Gov. 
Caulfield Speaks.

University City turned out last 
night to dedicate its new City Hall, 
or to celebrate the homecoming 
of the city fathers after 20 yeurs, 
the speakers could not quite decide 
which. 

As many of the populace as 


could, crowded into the aldermanic 
chamber on the fifth floor of the 


octogon-shaped one-time Magazine 


building at Delmar boulevard and 
Harvard avenue to hear Gov. Caul- 
field and other speakers represent- 
ing St. Louis and the county extol 
the city and its unusual City Hall. 
Others strolled through the city 
offices or congregated on the 
grand marble staircase to hear the 
speeches through loud speakers. 

“y am no architect, or artist,” 
Gov. Caulfield said, “and I have 
not been everywhere nor seen 
everything, but I think I can say 
certainly that you have the most 
beautiful City Hall in Missouri, 
and probably in many other States. 

“Tt ought to stand as a symbol 
of the pride this city has taken in 
its civic government.” 

The new City Hall has been a 
landmark in University City for 
24 years. Originally it was the 
plant of the Women's National 
Magazine, published by Edward G. 
Lewis, founder of University City. 
From 1906 until 1910. the affairs 
of the city were administered from 
Lewis’ office in the building. Last 


| spring the City Hall at 6618 Del- 


mar boulevard was traded for the 
Magazine building, part of which 
had been used in late years, as a 
warehouse. About $30,000 was 
spent in remodeling the structure. 
Other speakers last night were 
Mayor Ruth of University City 
Circuit Judge Nolte and Walter B.

T IS for such things as “Roar 
| crina” that the Theater Guild 

was born on a Broadway which, 
but for the Guild, would never have 
known how Soviet Russia felt 
about China in 1926, and would 
never have seen that feverish, de- 
luded hope translated into a gigan- 
tic, sprawling spectacular melo- 
drama that makes your heart 
bleed quite a lot for the poor coolie 
as he writhes under the heel of 
the white oppressor. : 

“Roar China,” translated via 
German from the Russian of S. M. 
Tretyakov. is. one of the Guild’s 
most ambitious and interesting, if 
not most successful experiments. 
The theme is as far away from 
Broadway's diet of gunmen and 
love affairs as Marxian history it- 
self. Half of the huge cast are 
Chinese. The stage of the Martin 
Beck Theater has been transform- 
ed into a huge tank, filled with real 
water, upon which float the brown- 
sailed sampans of the Chinese and 
in the background, the menacing 
facsimile of anh enormous British 
battleship. And between battle- 
ship and sampan, between white 
men and yellow we see, in broad 
and brutally effective strokes, a 
summary (for Soviet consumption) 
of one corner of the struggle of the 
proletarian underdog.

NON - PROLETARIAN and 
A white-shirt front audience such 
as the Guild's could be forgiven 
for finding “‘Roar China” in the 
best (or worst) tradition of melo- 
drama. The naval officers and the 
missionaries and bargaining capi- 
talists and ping-pong playing bour- 
geois on board the battleship are 
bloody villains, while the lowly 
sampan coolies are most heartrend- 
ingly noble and heroic. But, as 
always happens with good melo- 
drama, we forget all about what 
really would have happened and 
yearn for the hero. And while the 
audience didn’t hiss, the white 
shirt fronts might have been heard 
to creak ominously when the Brit- 
ish Captain declared that to avenge 
one white man:two Chinamen must 
die. 

It happened like th:s In the 
river town of Wan Hsien an Amer- 
ican capitalist (s s s!) had an ar- 
gument with a boatman, fell out of 
the sampan and was drowned. This, 
with the help of the hysterical 
bourgeois women (s s 8!) and a 
lackey of the kept press (hiss and 
a boo), was magnified into murder. 
Find the murderer, orders the Cap- 
tain: find him or execute two men 
of any kind, otherwise we bombard 
the city. 

The horror-struck coolies, to save 
their city from bombardment, draw 
lots, and two of them are strangled 
before our eyes. Their brothers 
roar hatred and defiance. Roar, 
China! And China roars her will 
to be free of the oppressor.

T its infrequent best it is an 
A exciting show. Exciting  be- 
cause of the size and the nov- 
elty of it, because of the magnifi-

ARGUES AGAINST TAX 


Declares Capital Gains Levy 
Blocks Normal Sale of Land 
and Securities. 


Backing up President Hoover's 
recent suggestion, made before the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
that the capital gains tax is block- 
ing the normal sale of land and 
securities, the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards cites in- 
Stances of such blocking reported 
at the Association’s headquarters 
during the current week by iead- 
ing realty dealers from their own 
experiences, 

“Only this afternoon,”, a lead- 
ing member of its brokers’ divi- 
sion writes, under date of Oct. 20, 
“we had a negotiation in which 
the owner said he could not afford 
to make the sale at the price of- 
fered, namely $280,000, and pay a 
$10,000 profit tax.” 

This is a Chicago instance. The 
same day another officer of the 
assiciation cited from his experi- 
ence a St. Louis property in a 
strategic location, costing $100,- 
000 some years ago and today yal- 
ued at $850,000, the owner of 
which, specifically because of the 
gains tax that would be involved, 
refuses to consider sale. 

In a growing number of cases 
a solution for the present is be- 
ing worked out through putting 
the property under long term 
lease. A tractin a Chicago busi- 
ness sub-center, for example, 
bought in 1909 at a cost of $120,- 
000 and valued at $500,000 has 


‘been put under a 99 year lease, 


the improvements being sold out- 
right and the land leased with an 
option to repurchase at $500,009 
on six months’ written notice, this 
last: device being employed spe- 
cifically to defer the profit tax 
with the thought that possibly it 
may some day be materially re- 
duced. 

A metropolitan property § ac- 
quired 15 years ago at a cost of 
$250.000 was held up from sale 
at $1,000,000 by the consideration 
involved in the capital gains tax, 
a realty dealer who negotiated the 
transaction involving this property 
reports. Here the amount of the 
capital gains tax that would have 
been involved was $93,750. 

Building owners and managers 
who represent more than 1600 
large properties throughout the 
country state under date of Nov. 
30, 1929, in a letter addressed to 
members of the House and Senate 
committees that the capital gains 
tax “constitutes a distinct burden 
upon real estate which impedes 
transaction and in many cases pre- 
vents the highest and best use of 
property.” 

At the time the rate was put 
into the income tax law, nine years 
ago, it was fixed with reference to 
the brackets in the ordinary in- 
come tax and also with relation to 
the corporation tax, it being felt 
that under no circumstances should

Ogden L. Mills, Under- 
Secretary of the Treasury, in a 
public speech last April, gave de- 
tail to show that the capital gain 
rate should be cut practically in 
two in order to place it in equit- 
able relation to the other income 
tax rates.

V irgil J ordan Predicts Building of Permanent 
| United States, Wide Distribution of 
Natural Gas and Electricity. 
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"The business depression is not 
@ue to overproduction, but has 


been caused by narrow and old- 
fashioned banking policies, ill-con- 
ceived tariff attitudes and lack of 
management,” said Virgil Jordan, 
economist of the McGraw-Hill Cor- 
poration of New York City, before 
the third annual meeting of the 
industrial property division of the 
‘National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards, declared recently in 
Detroit. 

Speaking before an audience 
composed of industrial experts rep- 
resenting real estate, railroads, pub- 
lic utilities and chambers of com- 
merce throughout the United 
States, Jordan said that the restric- 
tion of production would not bring 
relief in any quarter because it is 
based on the “myth of overproduc- 
tion.” 

-He declared attempts to deflate 
living standards means embracing 
a gospel of despair and rejected 
the fundamental principles of mod- 
ern progress and that such paralyz- 
ing theories constituted an econom- 
ic nihilism far more dangerous and 
destructive to any civilization than 
any form of communism or social. 
ism. 

Jordan declared future industrial 
development in this country would 
be based upon a continuation of the 


“9. The industrial expansion of 
the future will be based on cheap- 
er and more widely distributed 
sources of power which will be 
mainly natural gas and electricity. 
This year marked the beginning of 
the largest expansion in the natur- 
al gas industry in our history. We 
probably will be able to trace the 
lines of future industrial expansion 
along the routes of natural gas 
lines. A similar development on 
the basis of hydro-electric power 
already has gone far. 

“3. The agricultural revolution 
now in progress as well as the de- 
velopment of the chemical indus- 
tries wijJl result in a steady ex- 
pansion in all types of food process- 
ing. 

“4. The next great industrial ex- 
pansion probably will be based 
upon or center in a chemical field 
in those industries involving the 
utilizing of by-products of coal, 
petroleum, ‘wood and farm prod- 
ucts. We shall more and more be 
using our coal and oil not for the 
simple and direct purposes of heat 
and power but for the manufac- 
ture of new materials out of 
which new products will be made.

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Relations Between Employer and Employe 
Shown by Survey to be Better 
Than in Other Cities. 


Relations between employer and 
smploye, in St. Louis, are better 
than the average of other large 
cities, according to a survey made 
by the Industrial Bureau of the In- 
dustrial Club of St. Louis. 

Information for this survey, the 
bureau states, was obtained from 
the various employers’ associations 
in the St. Louis industrial district 
and also from the employment and 
accounting departments of leading 
manufacturers in many fines, 
through the co-operation of their 
executives, 


“Working conditions in the 8&t. 
Louis industrial district are excel- 
lent,” said the report, “‘both from 
the standpoint of the manufacturer 
and the industria] worker. Indus- 
try in St. Louls is diversified and 
covers a wide range of products. 
This tends towards steady employ- 
ment, stabilized wages and at- 
tracts a desirable class of workers. 
Practically no labor trouble: is ex- 
perienced in St. ‘Louis industry.” 


The survey states that the sup- 
ply of workers, both men and wom- 
en, In St. Louis is ample and 
steady. The number of male and 
female workers is almost evenly 
divided. The labor supply is drawn 
from the city itself and large gsur- 
rounding area, there being no large 
manufacturing cities directly south 
of St. Louis on either side of the 
Mississippi River. This labor sup- 
ply includes a type of beginners 
especially intelligent and quick to 
learn various factory operations. 
The percentage of illiteracy is also 
very low. Common labor is plen- 
tiful, the rura) districts supplying 
a constant flow of this class. Col- 
ored workers here are available in 
large numbers, and according to 
reports, are more intelligent and 
of better class than those farther 
south. There is also an adequate 
supply of skilled and semiskilled 
factory workers and mechanics, 
and the supply is always very well 
maintained in the St. Louis indus- 
trial district, owing to the diversi- 
fication of products made here, no 
one line of industry using more 
than 10 per cent of the total num- 
ber of wage earners. 

St. Louis has a larger percent- 
age of native born industrial work- 
ers than any other large city in 
the Middle West, and a much 
larger percentage than most East- 
ern manufacturing cities, large or 
small. The predominating na- 
tionality of foreign born workers 
in St. Louis is German. The sur- 
vey shows that about 30 per cent 
of foreign born industrial workers 
in St. Louis are German. The Irish 
compose the next largest group of 
foreign born workers. About 70 
per cent of the foreign born resi- 
dents of St. Louis come from the 
Northwest and Central WBuropean 
countries. St. Louis has a lower 
percentage of aliens among its 
foreign born residents than any 
other Middle West industrial city. 
St. Louis also has a lower percent- 
age of foreign born residents who 
cannot speak English. The fore- 
going, the survey emphasizes, 
shows that St Louis has the most 
desirable and hardest working 
races among its foreign born in- 
dustrial workers, and the best 
type, In respect to literacy and de- 
sire to become American citizens. 


In general, the labor efficiency 
in St. Louis, according to reports 
of leading manufacturers operat- 
ing factories here and elsewhere, 
is greater here than in any other 
large Middle West city. This is 
ascribed to the intelligence and 
types of workers living in this dis- 
‘trict. The percentage of literacy 
and ability to speak the English 
language is another evidence of the 
superior type of workers here. As 
wage rates and production itself do 
not always show. labor efficiency, 
the bureau obtained from leading 
manufacturers operating here and 
elsewhere comparative labor cost 
on the same or similar operations 
in St. Louis and other cities. This 
has been obtained on a variety of 
lines, and the majority of these 
operations prove the statement 
that labor efficiency here is great- 
er per unit of operation than it is 
in other large Middle West cities. 


PARCEL POST FACILITIES 


Rate and Speed Conveniences to 
Local Manufacturers. 

Because St. Louis manufacturers 
“ship from the hub instead of the 
rim,” parcel post rates and deliv- 
ery time give an advantage not 
open to eastern producers. Pub- 
licity has been given to the state- 
ment that the St. Louis manufac- 
turer.can, for from 6 to 8 cents, 
mail a one-pound parce] to any 
point in an area within a radius of 
1000 miles and reaching as far as 
New York City on the east, Den- 
ver on the west, the Canadian bor- 
der on the north, and New Orleans 
on the south, It is stated that St. 
Louis parce] post trade with Mex- 
ico has shown considerable growth 
because this class of mail originat- 
ing in St. Louis arrives at its des- 
tination two or three days earlier 
than from eastern or New England 
points, 

It has been stated, authoritative- 
ly, that 36.000 women’s hats, bound 
for virtually every state in the 
Union, are mailed by parcel post 
from St. Louis manufacturers. For- 
ty thousand pairs of shoes, 300 
automobile tires, 3000 parcels of 
cigars and cigarettes, 500 motion 
picture films, 2000 packages of cof- 
fee and 3000 pounds of candy are 
given as some of the daily av- 


erages. 


Advises License for Retailers. 

A form of licensing of the re- 
tailer after an examination as to 
his specialized knowledge of the 
line, advertising, bookkeeping and 
all other activities involved in suc- 
cessful retailing, has been sug 
gested by Professor Paul D. Con- 
verse of the University of IDlinois. 
Prof. Converse pointed out that 
the economic waste represented by 
$250,000,000 a year lost to cred- 
itors of bankrupt retailers might 
be cut down by a searching in- 
quiry into the business ability of 
those who apply to manufacturers 
for credit. 


Largest Trucking Terminal. 

St. Louis is to have the largest 
trucking terminal in the Middle 
West, as the result of a recent 
merger.

At the beginning they chant 
long praises to Allah, to their founder, 
Ahmed Roufai, and to their sheik, 
during which they occasionally break 
into a sitting dance, swaying their 
hodies backward and forward, and fin- 
ally going into wild leaps. Unlike the 
more quiet Mawlawi, the Dancing 
Dervishes, who gracefully and rhyth- 
mically turn on alternate heels to the 
soft music of flutes, the Roufai monks 
become frenzied and seldom hold any 
formation. By the end of the fourth 
scene they have worked themselves in- 
to a state of ecstasy called ‘‘halat.” 
Suddenly, in the midst of the dancing 
and the most piercing howls-—the 
howls are actually lamentations, after 
the Bastern manner of expressing 
grief——a brother runs to a niche in the 
wall at the sheik’s right hand and 
pulls down some short swords. He lays 
them across a blazing charcoal bragier 
until the blades glow cherry red. 

With a respectful salaam the monk 
hands the red-hot swords to the shiek, 
who quickly says a prayer and 
breathes on them. The disciples crowa 
around, and even before their master 
has finished his little ceremony they 
begin to grab the instruments from 
his hands.

As for our 
rapid healings, there is no_ secret 
whatever. The African witch doc- 
tors heal just as skillfwily by their 
incantations and magic as your clev- 
erest American medical specialists. It 
is merely a question of changing the 
pictures of bodily conditions held in 
the human mind. Our holy men have 
known that for a thousand years and 
more. 

‘Unfortunately, the ecstatic mental 
state we achieve ar the climax of our 
ritual quickly passes. To keep our 
thoughts uplifted, we used to spend 
our whole lives in monasteries, pray- 
ing almost continuously, but as the 
result of the present regime we must 
shift about as best we can.” 

A number of persons who have wit- 
nessed the ritual of the Roufai Der- 
vishes have written that the whole 
thing, particularly the almost instan- 
taneous healing of burns and wounds, 
was just as much a fake as the tricks 
of the Indian fakirs. They even in- 
sisted that the dervishes were under 
the influence of hashish when they 
wounded themselves. 


ANY modern investigators, 
M however, disagree with this 
view. Some of the older 


monks have permanent holes through 
their lips, cheeks, throats and tongues, 


as the result of years of jab- 
bing, and there is no doubt that 
they place red hot iron in_ their 
mouths, apparently without the de- 
vices used by magicians. In_ their 
frenzy, they seldom seem to notice 


where the knives and swords enter 
their bodies. The photographs made 
ot the Indian fakir tricks, such as a 
boy climbing a rope into the sky, are 


invariably blank, showing that it is 
mass suggesiion. Photographs made 
of dervish spectacles show them ex- 


actly as they appeared to spectators. 

The explanation of these monks 
endurance seems to be that they ac- 
tually reach such a state of exaltation 
that their bodies do not feel sharp 
pain, although some are more sensi- 
tive than others. It is said that neo- 
phytes are trained for 10 years be- 
fore they are allowed to participate in 
the order's ritual. The healing is said 
to be brought about by some mental 
means that is highly efficacious. The 
heating of swords and knives before 
they pierce the body probably has 
much to do with preventing infection.

Turkey had much prestige, and were 
deeply venerated by the common peo- 
ple. The chief, or Chelebi, of the Maw- 
lawi Dervishes, a very learned man, 
was an important personage for he 
always girded every new sultan with 
the sword of Osman, the founder of 
the Turkish Empire, in a solemn cere 
mony at the holy mosque of Eyub on 
the Golden Horn. A Persian mystic 
named Jelai-ed-din founded this order 
at Konia, Anatolia, in 1233 A. D., and 
his grave there is still a place of pil- 
grimage for moslems. The beautiful 
monastery of the Dancing Dervishes 
at Konia has been geized by the gov- 
ernment, but the brothers of this or- 
der are tenaciously carrying on in 
Syria, just across the frontier. 


ENTURY after century, the long 
Om of Ottoman sultans had no 
more valiant supporters than 
these fanatical monks. Whenever 
a military expedition was formed. 
thousands of dervishes went. with 
the army as volunteers. They roused 
the courage of the troops and main- 
tained the soldiers’ religious enthusi- 
asm. On the eve of battle’ the 
dervishes would go about all night 
long exhorting officers and men to do 
their duty, to remember the benefits 
promised by the Prophet to all Mos- 
lems who died in the defense of the 
faith, and screaming, ‘“‘O ye victori- 
ous,’ and “‘O ye martyrs.”” By day- 
break the religious men had the troops 
worked up to a state of fury. If the 
holy standards were endangered dur- 
ing a battle the monks plunged into 
the thick of the fight and often turned 
the tide in favor of the Turks. 
In peace time the great majority of 
the dervishes lived pious, austere lives 


in their monasteries, called tekkes. 
which were scattered all over the 
country. A neophyte in most of the 


orders first had to serve 1001 succes- 
sive days of menial labor before re- 
ceiving sptritual teaching. and if he 
was absent a single day or remained 
out a single night, he had to start all 
The brothers could mar- 
ry, but when they did they cculd not 
live in the tekkes. They. spent most 
of their time in prayer, in good works 
and in discussing supernatural events; 
they interpreted puzzling dreams, 
inade charms to heal the sick, to drive 
uway snakes, and to protect persons 
vrom magic practiced by enemies. 

The brothers were welcome visitors 
in any home, high or low, for the 
blessings they might bring. Although 
known as mendicant orders, they nev- 
er begged in public. When they re- 
ceived gifts they generally gave them 
to the poor, a dervish who indulged 
in any personal luxury being extreme- 
ly rare. Most of them worked at such 
tasks as carving or copying books. 
The sheiks had tremendous influence, 
which finally caused their downfall. 
All the orders had innumerable lay 
members. 

And now, after being a vital foree 
in Turkish life for seven or eight cen 
turies, the dervishes have followed 
the sultans into exile, and in a little 
while more even the bootleg ritua!

HEN Mary Kelley 
cabled her family 
in East St. Louis 
that she had just 
married Count Car- 
letto de Franzoni, 
they weren't so 
very surprised. For 
quite a number of 
years Mary Kelley has been getting 
them accustomed to expecting the un- 
expected. From Mary at any rate. 

All this was last springy. The Kel- 
ley family had grown quite used to 
the idea of having a Count in the faim- 
ily, and a very wealthy Count at that, 
when suddenly the daily papers blos- 
somed with the news about the little 
Kelley girl from East St. Louis who 
had married into a noble family with 
a lineage ancient in Europe, one 
going back to the. twelfth century. 
That did surprise the Kelley family a 
bit, and it distressed them, too. They 
resented the tmplication in most of 
the news accounts that somehow some- 
thing very remarkable had happened 
to their Mary, for which they should 
be duly grateful. As though they 
hadn't always expected the remark- 
able of her. 

One of Mary’s closest friends put it 
this way: ‘‘We weren't bowled over 
by the news of Mary’s marriage to a 
Count. Mary has always been a tre- 
mendously clever person, who has 
done some rather remarkable things. 
At least she’s a remarkable person. All 
her friends know that. And so this is 
one more episode in her life. Of course, 
it's really a great deal more than that, 
because she’s very much in love with 
her husband. All the titles in the world 
wouldn't have made any difference if 
rhe hadn't been in love with him.’ 

Mary was one of the five ‘‘Kelley 
kids.”" That was the name given to 
the five daughters of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
M. Kellev, who live on North Eleventh 
street in East St. Louis. Through the 
Catholic schools and through the East 
St. Louis High School they were al- 
ways the Kelley kids. And. to be a 
Kelley kid was a definite distinction. 
For the five Kelley daughters are of 
that remarkable Celtic type that occa- 
sionally runs through a whole family. 
They all have fine rose and white com- 
pliexionus, very dark, very large eyes, 
shaded with very long evelashes, and 
raven black hair. 

Of the five Kelley kids, Mary was 
from the first the most adventurous. 
When she graduated from high school 
she didn’t fall into one of those sim- 
ple classifications— home girl, teacher 
She went into news- 
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paper work be- 
cause she had 


heard that it 
was exciting. 
Her first job 


was on the East 
St. Louis Daily 
Journal. Then for a time 
she was on the old St.. 
Louis Republic. 

But newspaper work 
really wasn’t as exciting as Mary had 
thought it was going to be. So she 
started a paper of her own, with the 
aid of an advertising man in East St. 
Louis. It was ealled the East Side 
Review and the name probably still 
occasions a shudder when it is men- 
tioned in certain ultra-respectable 
families on the East Side. For in a 
very mild and innocuous way the East 
Side Review stirred up minor gossip. 
It was all more or less of a joke with 


Mary Kelley. She wrote under the 
name of ‘‘Adaline Moore,’ under a 
heading that appeared each week, 


‘Just Gossip.” Fictional names were 
always substituted for real names in 
Adaline Moore’s column, and they were 
quite harmless tales, but Mary, who 
was not yet 20, and her friends liked 
to think it was pretty sophisticated 
stuff and that all the deceitful evil- 
doers of the town were lying in wait 
with shotguns. 


HERE was a certain camarad- 

erie among the newspaper men 

and women of the East Side at 

this time. They had an organization 

called the ‘‘Scribes and the Pharisees,”’ 

which met once a week for luncheon. 

One of the veteran members of this 

organization described Mary in an ar- 

ticle as “bright, quick, financially 
wise.”’ 

The writer might nave added ‘‘am- 
hbitious’’ to this description. Mary had 
definite ideas about getting on in the 
world. She came over to St. Louis 
and got a job writing advertising copy 
for a large furniture house. This, too, 
was characteristic, her friends say. She 
had never done anything of the kind 
before, knew nothing about furniture, 
but she could walk in and command a 
top salary because of that way, that 
irresistible way, that she has. It has 
called nerve and it has been 
called personality. With Mary Kelley 
it is probably a great deal of both.

At midnight a 
neighbor, opening a window before 
retiring, said he heard Florence 
scream: 

‘Get out of here! Get out! Get 
out!’ 

“A second later an automatic began 
barking. Then there was a death-like 
silence, the neighbor said, and pres- 
ently he heard Florence at the tele- 
phone calling a number. 

‘“*l have killed a man, she aaid. 
‘Really I did. He's dead here on the 
floor. ‘There were two of them; I 
scared them both. I wish you’d call 
the police and tell them I’ve killed a 
man. 

“The call came in from somewhere 

‘A man reported shot at 407 West 
Washington street’—and Lightner and 
1 rushed to the number. When we 
entered the room, there was the dance 
haH girl, automatic in hand, staring 
horrified at the body of the sailor with 


‘a death wound in his heart. He had 


fallen to his kneea and his head was 
buried in his arms on a couch, as 
{hough in prayer. He died immediately. 

“The young woman told a rambling 
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story about two sailors coming in and 
demanding money and how she had 
left the room on a pretext of getting 
it, only to return with her gun. She 
tried to frighten them away, she said, 
but when they did not leave she shot 
one and the other fled. Later, she re- 
pudiated the story. We found liquor 
and glasses in the apartment.” 

Florence Silverthorn had emptied 
her gun, the officer said. There was 
a bullet hole in the ceiling, another in 
the floor, a third in a wall panel. One 
had struck young Robinson in the 
thigh and another had entered his 
right chest and plowed its way 
through the heart. She had shot and 
shot until no shells remained, but her 
aim was unsteady. She had ‘shot it 
out’’ as men had done in saloons and 
dance halls of pioneer days. 


VER in Tia Juana the news was 
: flashed that Florence Silver- 


thorn had killed a sailor. Up and 
down the street, in the dance halls 
and bars, the girls gathered in 
groups and talked in semi-whispers. 
Of all the persons in_ the world, 
they thought. she would be the 
last to kill. 

“Why, she just played all the time,” 
one explained. “She wouldn’t hurt 
anybody.” 

Yet someone recalled that Florence 
had a long scar down the right side 
of her face, a sear scarcely distin- 
guishable, but undeniably there. Some- 
time, somewhere. it indicated, she had 
heen slashed with a knife. But she 
never told anyone the story. Girls in 
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Mexican dance halls do not ask too 
personal question. Others recalled 
that of late Florence had been drink- 
ing rather heavily and Sergeant Car- 
son had reported that when he led her 
from the scene of the tragedy she was 
unsteady on her feet. It was hard for 
the girls to believe, too, that Florence 
would not have had change for a $20 
bill, because all of them usually make 
it a point to keep plenty of change 
available. There was something 
strange about it. 

Locked behind bars in the San 
Diego Jail, this dance hall girl refuses 
to go back over her past and tell the 
officers her life story. 

“Not a word. she replies to all 
questions. ‘‘My past is my own. It 
doesn't matter—-to you.” 

That has started the tinen of the 
law tracing it unaided. Clews recent- 
ly picked up, they say, appear to re- 
veal an amazing story of a lifetime 
fight made by Florence Silverthorn to 
become a singer----not in the dance 
halls below the Mexican border, but 
on the atage before great audiences of 
people. 

“We do not know positively yet 
that what we have heard is true,” one 
of the investigators said. ‘‘But it ap- 
pears that Florence came from Lou- 
isilana——ran away from home at the 
age of 12, intent on becoming a sing- 
er. Where she spent the years between 
that time and the date of her arrival 
below the border has not been defi- 
nitely traced. They tell us that she 
had a sweet, strong voice when she 


first came and that she talked of the . 


time when she could get her chance 
at things worth while. 

“But you know how it Is; liquor 
und singing don’t mix.

ances,’’ 

From the jail where 
the dark-eyed girl is 
held prisoner, one can 
look across the vailey to 
the foothills behind one 
of whith drab Tia Juana 
revels. Florence can see 
the sun splash red up- 
on the roofs of houses 
at sundown. She doesn't 
receive callers from the 
border and likely never 
will because one of their 
number in jail doesn't 
appeal to playgirls 
When one is gone, 
that’s the end of it 
If she comes back, that’s all right. If 
she doesn't, that’s all right, too. 

In the meantime, the naval court 
of inquiry has taken up the investiga- 
tion of the case of young Robinson. 
The sailor was 29 years of age and is 
said to have stood well with the offi- 
cers on his submarine. But Florence 
Silverthorn will have nothing to reveal 
to the investigating body. She de- 
clines to discuss the fatal shooting 
with the gold-braided officers who 
come to ask questions. 

“She only smiles and shakes her 
head,” Jailer Fitzgerald says. 


HE body of the man, whom civil 
authorities say Florence killed. 
was taken in charge by the ma 
rines and the curtains are drawn. The 
world will not be told the circum 
stances surrounding his death as they 
have found them. 

Attorneys who have her case in 
hand have cautioned Florence to say 
nothing more prior to her trial for 
murder. She must sit disconsolately, 
possibly for months, reviewing the 
past before that day comes when she 
must face the court. It probably is 
the greatest task she ever assumed 
in all her glamorous, hectic life. 

No border «killing has attracted 
more attention in recent years be- 
cause of the belief in some circles 
that the dark-eyed playgirl at one 
time “was somebody.” Her actions. 
the officere say, occasionally denote 
innate refinement. Her English is 
pure, her poise marked, her fingers 
jong, tapering and correctly mani- 
cured. She looks questioners fairly in 
ibe eye, speaks in modulated voice 
and always is self-contained.

He also denied a report 
that he had gquarrelled with Fantasia 
about two months before and had 
found it necessary to go to a hospital 
te recover. After hours of question- 
ing the police had to let him go; they 
had no real evidence against him. 

Cero went on trial in suffolk Su- 
perior Court five months later. Smith 
was the chief witness for the prosecu- 
tion. He was a strong witness, a man 
of good reputation and evidently only 
interested in bringing a murderer to 
justice. 


ERO took the stand in his own 
CU ectense and swore he was inno- 

cent. It was not difficult to pre- 
dict which the jury would believe. Be- 
fore the verdict was given the prosecu- 
tion offered Cero a chance to plead 
guilty of second-degree murder. Cero 
refused, insisting he was innocent. 

The jury gave its 
verdict Novem ber 
17, 1927: guilty of 
murder in the -first 
degree. That meant 
the chair, under 
Massachusetts law. 
Vainly Cero sought 
a new trial; it was 
Vainly he 
sought to have the 
judgment reversed 
by the State Su- 
preme Court; but 
there was no re- 
versible error in the 
trial. 

In the meantime, 
State's Witness 
Smith had some- 
thing to tell the 
authorities.

Asked why she had not given this 
account of the murder earlier, she said 
she had thought that Gallo had been 
convicted under Cero’s name. As s0on 
as she heard Gallo was serving a sen- 
tence on another charge she realized 
her mistake, she explained, and 
hastened to the Stafe House to tell 
her story. 

In a short time Judge Louis Sher 
bourne Cox, who had presided at 
Cero’s trial, and prosecutors and de- 
fense counsel, had heard the _ girl's 
story, a new trial had been granted, 
and Governor Fuller had _ reprieved 
the condemned man. Gallo, on his bed 
in the hospital, was arrested for the 
uiurder of Fantasia. 

Philomena then disappeared, De- 
tectives hunted fruitiessly for her for 
three weeks, at the end of which time 
she walked into the District Attorney's 
office-—-and repudiated her story. She 
was arrested for perjury. Lodged in 
jail, she changed her mind again and 
suid the story that had saved Cero 
from the chair was true; that she had 
repudiated it because of threats made 
against her. 

It was not her first repudiation of 
the kind. Five years before, after her 
cousin, Dominic Regione, had been 
slot to death, she had identified a 
man as his murderer. But’ when she 
was placed on the witness stand at 
the trial, she professed herself unable 
to remember anything of service to 
the prosecution, and the man she had 
identified was freed. 


UT in the Cero-Gallo case her 
B evisence was supported from an 

“unexpected quarter. Mrs. Rose 
Chilleni, an old Italian woman, told 
the authorities, after Philomena’s 
story became known, that she 
could identify the slayer of Fantasia. 
She was taken to see Gallo in 
the hospital and identified him as the 
nian. 

Gallo went on trial in February, 
1929—and before the same Judge who 
Lad sentenced Cero to death. Phito 
mena told her story at the trial. De 
fense counsel tried to discredit h@ 
testimony. One declared that she 
testified against her former sweet- 
heart “because of spite and jealousy.’ 
Pointing dramatically at the scar on 
Gallo’s cheek, he asserted, ‘‘There on 
the face of my client is proof of how 
far she would go." 

Cero, testifying, gave an account of 
the killing similar to Philomena’s. 
While at his own trial he had dis- 
puted Smith's testimony, he now said 
Smith had told the truth. 

On March 1, 1929, the jury found 
Galio guilty of the murder. He col-

He was 
the rural type of bandit, a backwoods 
bad man. He seldom saw metropoli- 
tan newspapers, from which he might 
have had instruction, and would not 
read them when he did. 

No, Fleagle believed he was master 
of himself and his amours, such as 
they were, and this erroneous idea 
tells the time-honored tale of another 
triumph for a jealous woman, and, 
incidentally, another victory for so- 
ciety. 


HE Fleagles, Jake and his broth- 

e: Ralph, lived with their par- 

ents on a ranch midway between 
Garden City and Dighton, Kansas. The 
boys bore an unsavory reputation in 
those parts, but no crime was traced 
to them until 1928, after the robbery 
in May of that year of the First Na- 
tional Bank at Lamar, Colo., by four 
bandits, 

The robbers there killed A. Newton 
Parish, president of the bank, and 
his son, John F. Parrish, the cashier. 
The bandits took with them as hos- 
tages two tellers, Everett A. Kessinger 
and E. A. Lundgren. The latter was 
thrown out of the car just out of town, 
and Kessinger subsequently was mur- 
dered by the robbers at their rendez- 
vous. Dr. W. W. Wineinger of Digh- 
ton also was murdered: after he had 
innocently dressed the wound of one 
of the band who had been shot. 

This brutal crime aroused Colo- 
rado and Kansas to a hunt for the 
bandits. Months elapsed before a 
fingerprint on the doctor’s automo- 
bile was identified as that of Jake 
Fleagle, taken when he was arrested

as a robber suspect in California. 

Fleagle’s brothers, Fred and Wal- 
ter, were questioned and established 
their innocence. But Jake and Ralph 
were mysteriously absent from home. 
Ralph was located at Kankakee, IIl., 
through a letter he had written home,, 
and confessed that he, Jake, George 
Abshier and Howard L. Royston had 
committed the crime. 

Ralph Fleagle, Abshier and Royston 
were tried, found guilty and hanged, 
and the hunt for Jake, which had been 
fruitless, was resumed with greater 
intensity. 

The aid of postal inspectors and 
railroad special agents was obtained 
by Colorado authorities. A watch was 
kept when possible oun all trains in the 
Middle West and the hunted man's 
picture with complete description was 
posted in postoffices and railroad 


stations and given into the hands ot 
police everywhere. 

Knowing the habits of Fleagle, and 
that he preferred country life, it was 
suspected he would be found on a 
farm or in sparsely settled country. 
In the hope, too, that some day he 
would write home, the mails were 
closely watched. This vigilance even- 
tually was rewarded by receipt of a 
letter from Los Angeles to a woman 
in Garden City, Kansas. The letter 
was presumed t») ve from Fleagle, be- 
cause of a similarity of the handwrit- 
ing to samples of Fleagle’s in the 
hands of the officers. It developed 
the letter was not from Fleagle, but 
the officers learned for the first time 
that the woman was an old flame of 
Jake’s. 

She bitterly and readily admitted 
the old attachment and—-now for the
